SCHOUVALOFF. 
HIS EASTERN MISSION. 

BERLIN, May 10.—Count Schouvaloff arrived 
here to-day from Friederichsruhe. He visited 
Count Von Bulow, Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs, and left for St. Petersburg. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 10.—The Agence Russe 
says all the newspaper revelations respecting 
the proposals whereof Count Schouvaloff is 
bearer are hypothetical. The Government it- 
self does not know the ®roposais. if Count 
Schouvaloff could have telegraphed or otherwise 
transmitted them this journey would have been 
needless. This fact, however, does not preclude 
a pacific solution. 

BEACONSFIELD TO SCHOUVALOFF. 

Lowpon, May 10.— T Times Vienna corre- 
spondent says Lord Beaconsfield, in his last in- 
terview with Count Schouvaloff, explained with 
great precision the special English interests 
which England would in all circumstances pro- 
tect. England., as before, lays great stress on a 
European settlement of the question, attaching 
weight to form only so far as it affects princi- 
ple. The fact, therefore, that England 1s enter- 
ing into pourparlers about various points of the 
treaty cannot be interpreted by Russia as show- 
lug a disposition on the part of the British Cabi- 
net to swerve from the line frst adopted. 

Meanwhile the war party at St. Petersburg is 
beginning to stir. Count Schouvaloff is thought 
too English in his views, and on his arrival he 
will find a strong counter current set in against 
his person as well as his mission. His visit to 
Prince Bismarck looks as if he saw his danger, 
and was intent upon securing the co-operation 
of the German Chancellor. 

Negotiations for the surrender of the fort- 
resses and withdrawal of the Russian army from 
Constantinople are reported as progressing fa- 
vorably. 

BISMARCK’S ADVICE. 
Lonpon, May 11—5 a. m.—A Vienna corre- 

pondent of the Daily Telegraph says it is be- 
lieved that Prince Bismarck’s counsels to Count 
Schouvaloff were pacific. He informed the lat- 
ter that he would doall in his power to bring 
about an understanding. 

s A News special tirom Berlin says the tone of 
the press is not altogether confident. 


AUSTRIA. 
PERMANENT WAR FUND. 

Bertin, May 10.—The semi-official Nord- 

deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung, far from believing 
that the sixty million florins about to be raised 
by Austria will be employed in anti-Russian 
urmaments, 1s of the opinion that the money 
will be quietly put by to serve as a permanent 
mobilization fund after the fashion of the fa- 
mous German war chest. Similar views are 
general in Berlin, where the anti-Russian articles 
cropping up in the Austrian-inspired press are 
regarded as so manv attempts to allay the 
Hungarian feeling, and make Europe believe in 
an independent policy, which has long ceased to 
exist. 
. Lonpox, May 11—5 3. m.—The news from 
Vienna is generally warlike, and seems to indi- 
cate that Austria does not regard her prospects 
improved by the peaceful turn of negotiations 
between England and Russia. 


ENGLAND. 
IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, May 10.—In the House of Commons 
jast evening, Mr. Chamberlain (Radical) an- 
nounced that he would postpone until Monday 
his request for a day to discuss his resolution 
coneerping the Government’s foreign policy, 
practically a vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment’s policy since the treaty of San Stefano. 
The Liberal leaders are not likely to give 
Chamberlain any assistance. 

Henry Fawcett (Liberal) yesterday gave 
notice that on going into Committee of Suppiv 
op the supplementary estimates,he would move 
that the House disapproves the sunimoving of 
Indian troops without first communicating that 
intention to Parliament. The Opposition lead- 
ers may adopt the motion or substitute s simi- 
lar one. 

THE INDIAN CONTINGENT. 

Abrx, Arabia. May 10.—Nine transports with 

Indian troops on the way to Malta passed here 


to-day. 


RUSSIAN CRUISERS. 
THE CIMBRIA. 

E._Lsworts, Me., May 10.—Since yesterday 
there is more activity on board the Cimbria. 
Yesterday afternoon the revenue-cutter Hugh 
McCulloch came into Southwest Harbor and 
promptly sent a boat to the Cimbria, which re- 
turned the call. About the same time Capt. 
Hunt and the younger Capt. Grippenberg, who 
recently arrived on the Germania, reached the 
Cimbria, and, after an interview with thuse on 
board, started this morning on their return. 

WasHincron, D. C., May 10.—Lieuts. Safeste 
and Sablonsk, of the Rustian navy, arrived here 
yesterday, and are sojourning at the Russian 
Legation. They came to this country on the 


Cimbria. 
MORE RUMORS. 
BaLtm™ors, May 10.—It was rumored here 


to-night that several of the best steamers of the 
North German Lloyds line between this city 
and Bremen have been sold to the Russian Gov- 
ernment The Baltimore agents of the line 
have no knowledge of such sale, but it is known 
here that the best ships have been replaced by 
otbers, and applicants for first-class cabin 
passage have been informed that they could not 
be accommodated here, but must sali from New 
York. 
EXPLANATION. 

Lonpon, May 11.—The Standard understands 
that the Russian Ambassador at Rome bas said 
the steamer Cimbria was engaged to transport 
men and officers to America, where they will 
cross the Continent and other vessels take them 
to the mouth of the Amoor, this being twerty- 
one days shorter than the route across Siberia. 
The object is merely better protection of Kus- 
sias’s possessions on the Lower Amoor. 

INCIDENTAL. 
ADRIANOPOLIS AS A MILITARY BaSB. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 10.—In case of war, 
Gen. Todleben intends makiug Adrianopolis 
his base of operations and the final stand for 
the army south of the Balkans. It will be de- 
fended by 500 guns, and Gen. Todleden be- 
lieves it to be impregnable. 

GERMANY. 

Parts, May 10.—The Temps, commenting on 
the urgent summons to St. Petersburg of 
Coumany, who was a political diplomatist 
before occupying his present post, 
says that he is regarded as one of those 
Russians best acquainted with the Eastern 
question. He is on excellent terms with Count 
Schouvaloff, whose views on the present phase 
of the political situation be approves. We are 
assured he was always opposed to those clauses 
of the San Stefano treaty which raised the 
strongest objections, and, with Prince Labanoff, 
the Russian Ambassador at Constantinople, 
Beron Jomini, and Count Schouvaloff, be will 
represent at the Russian Court the civilization 
party, in opposition to Gen. Ignatieff, who rep- 
resents the other party, and whose influence 
seems for some dafs to have materially dimin- 
ished. 

THE TAPOLA REVOLUTIONISTS. 

BELGRADE, May 10.—In consequence of rep- 
resentations of the foreign diplomatic agents, 
Prince Milan refuses to sign the death warrants 


of the condemned Tapola revolutionists. The | 
Ministers decline to accept any responsibility for 


such refusal. 
WILL BB SHOT. 

‘Loxvon, May 10.—A Belgrade dispatch, con- 
tradicting the press reports, says the efforts 
made lately in favor of the commutation of the 
sentences of the Tapola revolutionists have 
finally been rejected by Prince Milan and the 
majority of the Cabinet. Ex-Minister Thumitch 
and twenty-two others will therefore be shot. 

TREPOFP’S SUCCESSOR. 

St. Petersspurc, May 10.—Prince Golitzyne 
has succeeded Gen. Trepoff as Prefect of the 
St. Petersburg police. 

INSURGENT REFUGEES. 

ATHEns, May 10.—The Turkish Minister here 
has notified the refugees from the insurgent 
provinces that they have full liberty to return 
to their homes, the Sultan having granted them 


amnesty. 
BOSNIA. 


Lonpon, May 10.—A Belgrade dispatch 
reports that Bosnia isin a state of great avita- 
tion. Insurrection is spreading, and the in- 
surgents force all Christians to join them or 
burp their villages. 


STEAMSHIP BURNED. 
THE ALLAN LINE saARDINIAN. 

Lonpon, May 10.—The Allan Line steamship 
Sardinian, Capt. Dulton, from Liverpool, May 
9, for Quebec, is on fire at the entrance of 
Lough Foyle, the harbor of Londonderry. It 
is reported that an explosion of generated gas 
oꝛcurred on board, and that every effort to save 
the vessel provéd ineffectual. There were about 
460 passengers aboard. A few were injured, 
one fatatty. The Captain telegraphed im- 
mediately to Londonderry for accommodations 
for 400 passengers, and two tenders were sent to 
the mouth of Lough to assist in removing them. 
Tne Sardinian had put into Lough Foyle to re- 
ceive Irish passengers. 

MOovILLE, May 10.—The explosion on board 

the steamship Sardinian occurred at half-past 
3 o’clock this afternoon in the fore hold. 
Forty persous were injured and three killed. 
Some of the injured were dangerously hurt, 
and taken to the Derry Hospital. Attempts to 
scuttle the ship were, at last reports, unsuc- 
cessful. Some of the steerage passengers are 
reported to be cut off from help, but it is be- 
lieved they will be saved. Four hundred pas- 
sengers have been taken to Londonderry. 
. Lonponptrry, May10.—Many of the injured 
by the explosion on board the Sardinian are not 
expected to recover. The vessel is on fire 
amidships. Half of the watch isin the fore- 
castle, and a numberof steerage passengers in 
the fore part of the vessel. are cut off from all 
belp. . 

LonDONDERRY, May 18.—It is believed that 
more of the passengers of the Sardinian were 
killed than was at first stated. Her passengers 
were chiefly Germans and Italians, but there 
were also some English and Scotch emigrants 
on board. 


FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WBEELY REVIEW. 

LIvERPOOL, May 10.—The leading grain cir- 
cular says during the past week wheat has ex- 
hibited a daily increasing depression, the more 
hoveful view of the political situation inducing 
buyers to suspend operations. The provincial 
markets held since Tuesday generally quoted a 
decline of 6 pence to a shilling per quarter, with 
an extremely limited demand. On the spot, 
during the same interval, business moved very 
slowly, transactions being merely retail at bare- 
ly Tuesday’s currencies. 

Maize is in moderate inquiry, but prices are 
rather in favor of buyers. There was only a 
small attendance at this market to-day. Wheat

The President to- 
day informed a Republican Representative that 
Col. Weitzel’s resignation had been asked be- 
cause affairs in his district were not in a satis- 
factory condition, and that the change contem- 
plated was for cause.

BISHOP M’COSKRY. 


The Aged Prelate Withdraws His Resigna- 
tion for the Purpose of Forcing an Inves- 
tigation into the Shocking Charges Made 
Against Him by Obscure and Irresponsi- 
bie Persons—Form of Procedure.

New Tonk, May 10.—Bishop McCoskry has 
sent the following !etter to Bishop Smith, of 
Kentucky, the presiding Bishop, who has, in 
consequence, revoked his call for a special meet- 


ing of the House of Bishops for June 17: 

New York, May 4, 1878.—Right Reverend and 
Dear Brother: 1 hereby withdraw my letter resign- 
ing the jurisdiction of the Diocese of Michigan, 
dated March 11, 1878, and I beg to inform you 
that I have abandoned my intended trip to Europe 
in consequence of painful events of recent oc- 
currence. It is my purpose to remain in 
the country for the present, in order 
that I may be easily accessible to ali whose duty it 
may be to see me. With the strongest desire to 
vindicate my character, | find it impossibie to meet 
charges which have taken no shape except the 
vague and varied one put before the public by 
newspaper rumors and abusive gossip. RKeiterat- 
ing my emphatic and solemn deniai of all the scan- 
daious allegations against me, I hold myself ready 
to meet any. definite charge made by any responsi- 
ble parties, in comformity with Title II., Canon 
9, Section 2, Subsection 1, of the Digest. The 
above course of action, I am authorized to say, 
meets with the approval of those bretaren of the 
Episcopate whom have had the oppor- 
tunity of consulting. 1 began thie note 
by announting the withdrawal of my resignation. 
i conclude it by saying that this is done to give op- 
portunity for tae vindication of my Character. 50 
soon as this end shall be attained, my resignation 
will be renewed, because of my increasing physi- 
cal infirmities. Most faithfully and affectionately, 
yours, SAMUEL A. McoCos&Rr, 
Bishop of Michigan. 

The mode of procedure Bishop McCoskry 
must adopt to secure an investigation is, first, 
to lay his case before two other Bishops, upon 
whose recommendation be may apply to the pre- 
siding Bishop for a Court of loguiry. Tue pre- 
siding Bishop will select this Court from the 
list of delegates to the last General Convention 
from the Michigan Diocese, and the three sur- 
rounding dioceses, Western Michigan, Northern 
Ohio, aud Indiana. From these four dioceses 
sixteen bames will be chosen by lot, haif of 
whow will be laymen. If this court, which will 
examine papers and witnesses, finds a 
probable’ case against the Bishop, it 
will notify the presiding Bishop, who will 
take steps Jor the organization of the Court of 
Bishops, the final tribunal. Eleven Bishops 
constitute the Court. They are chosen by lot, 
each side having the right of challenge to two 
pames. If both or either should fail to exercise 
the right, the presiding Bishop does it, reducing 
the Court to seven members. :

JUSTIFIABLE. ; 


A Coroner’s Jury ia Joliet Find Nobody te 
Blame in the Accidental Death Attending 
the Torture of the Convict Reed. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridune, 

Joist, III., May 10.—The inquest in the case 
of Gus Reed, the negro convict mentioned in 
these dispatches yesterday as having died while 
in punishment at the Penitentiary last Tues- 
day evening, was concluded this afternoon, 
The most important facts developed to-day 
were contained in the evidence of Stephen Reed, 
an employe of the prison, who is on day duty in 
the “solitary,” and were drawn out by State’s- 
Attorney Fianders on cross- examination. Reed 
testified that he had flogged the deceased con- 
vict on Tuesday, the day of his death, and also 
gagged him three times, and that about 
three weeks ago he had strapped 
another prisoner named George 
Harris, who was supposed to be feigning in- 
sanity. The whipping, he said, was by in- 
struction of Deputy-Warden Mayhew and Dr. 
Heise, the prison physician, but those officials, 
when sworn, denied point blank, ever having 
given any orders to that effect. Whereupon 
Reed exclaimed, excitedly, “ Yes, that is always 
the way! When any trouble occurs here, the 
guard has to stand all the blame.“ 

The whipping which the dead man received 
was administered on the naked body, the 
prisoner being partially divested of his pants 
and drawers and his shirt turned up over bis 
head. The whip with which they had been 
beaten was produced, and proved to 

a strap some cighteen or twen- 

99 inches in length, securely fastened 

to one end of a stick about fourteen inches long. 

It is no temporary affair, but was evidently 

made ſor permanent use, and with an eye to 

durability and efiiciency. Reed further 
stated that in gagging men, if they 
were stubborn and refused to take 
the gag into their mouths, it was placed on 
their lips or teeth, the strap passed around to 
the back of their necks, buckled, and ‘drawn up 
until they were forced to open 
mouths and receive the instrument of 
torture. These gags are round pieces 
of wood, four or five inchesglong, an inch or 
more in diameter, with a strap fastened to one 
end, which passes around the neck and is 
buckled into a buckle on the other end of the 
stick. The gag which proved fatal in Gus Reed's 
ease was made by Leasure, so he alleges, from 

a piece of broomstick. ‘The effect produced by 

oue of these gags being drawn tightly into a 

person’s mouth, and especially into the mouth 

of a person who, like the deceased, has only a 

few teeth, can de better imagined than de- 

scribed. 1 
Warden MeClauchry and the Commissioners 

also deny all knowledge of the whipping busi- 
ness, but it seems hardly possible that a sub- 
erdinate officer would dare to inflict an illegal 
punishment upon a conyict without in- 
structions from some superior officer. In 
were 
acting on general and well understood 
orders from their superiors, but neither they 
nor any oĩ the officials have authority to use the 
lash, and the gag, medical experts say,should be 
used withgreat care, aud applied judiciously. The 
foregoing are the condensed facts of this case, 
on which the Coroner’s jury. twelve of the best 
men in this city, founded their verdict, which 
recites that the deceased came to his death in 
“the solitary of the Illinois State Peni- 
tentiary on the evening of May 7, 1878, from 
pulmonary apoplexy caused by his per- 
sistent yelling with a gag in his 
mouth; that neither the gag alone nor 
the yelling alone would have caused death: 
that said gag was placed in deceased’s mouth 
by Stephen Reed and Park Leasure, acting 
under the general instructions of the officers 
of the Penitentiary, and that the gag 
is used for the purpose of preserving 
discipline and securing the safe-keeping of 
the convicts. And further, that the said par- 
ties were justified in placing said gag in de- 
ceased’s mouth by the unruly conduct and ex- 
treme obstinacy of said deceased. 

An investigation by the Commissioners to de- 
termine who is responsibje for the use of the 
whip is probably next in order.

A Lawsuit that Will Leave a Large Hole 
in a Genuine Bundle of Currency.

THE FRENCH ACADEMY. 


Ernest Renan a Candidate for Claude 
Bernard’s Vacancy—A Description of the 
Tustitation. 


Landon News. 

It is announced that M. Ernest Renan, the 
author of tne “ Life of Jesus, will shortly offer 
himself to fill the chair at the Academie Fran- 
caise left vacant by the death of M. Claude 
Bernard. Simultaneously the Due d' Audiffret- 
Pasquier wili compete for the seat that was oc- 
cupied by M. Thiers. . These two elections are 
likely to produce keen contests; but that of M. 
Renan will rouse opposition of a fanatical sort. 
Much more than M. Littre, whose election 
caused the fiery Bishop of Orleans to secede 
from the Academie, is the author of the Lite 
of Jesus hated in French clerical circles. 
Many can remember the fearful scandal that 
aruse fiiteen years ago when his heterodox book 
was published. He had been trained for priest’s 
orders; he had once been the favorite pupil of 
Monsignor Dupanloup, when the latter was 
head-master of the Seminary of St. Sulpice, and 
this made his case worse. A solemn excommunt- 
cation by the Pope was not enough 
to punish bis heresy; and the Ul 
tramontanes caused him to be expelled from 
his chair as Hebrew lecturer at the 
College de France. If the Emperor 
had hearkened to them, be would have inter- 
dicted the sale of the accursed book and have 
imprisoned the author as a corrupter of public 
morals. There may have been much that was 
justifiable in the clerical animadversious on a 
work whose anti-Christian tendencies were 
obvious; but this does not affect Ernest Renan’s 
claim to sit in the Academie. He is the best 


Hebrew scholar in France, and has written other 
works besides the Life of Jesus,’’—all of them 
being remarkable not less for beauty of * 
than for erudition. As an archeologist, 
reputation is not less well founded; he is already 
a memberof the Academy of Inscriptions; and 
since the downfall of the Empire he has been 
restored to hig office of Professor of Hebrew, 
Chaldaic, and Syriac, at the College de France, 
where his lectures are highly appreciated. 

As English readers are aware, the Academie 
Francaise is the literary senate of Frenchmen, 
Originally instituted by Cardinal Richelieu 
for the purpose of composing a dictionary of 
the French tongue, it numbered Corneille 


amongst its first members, and has since then’ 


opened its doors to most of the famous writers 
of the country. Complaint has eertainly been 
made that it has elected innumerable medioc- 
rities as well. and that many great names which 
ought to bave found a place on its rolls were 
through cabals systematically excluded. Among 
such names those of Moliere, Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, Beranger, — — and Alexaudre 
Dumas tue elder, are significant. However, the 
Academie has never aimed at being pre-em- 
inently a society of pupular authors; and it has 
traditions which taboo the man of letters who 
has any taintof Bohemianism, or who is, so- 
ciaily speaking, bad form.” J. J. Rousseau 
was very “bad form’’; likewise Alexandre 
Dumas. Balzac had been so, but, having settled 
down and contracted s rich marriage, he would 
have been admitted at last had he not died 
prematurely at the age of 50. The Academi- 
cians like to maintain their prestige as a polite so- 
ciety, not only of great writers, but of great 
orators, statesmen, and prelates, with an ad- 
mixture of a few grand seigneurs renowned as 
patrons of letters. In this way a very select 
company ig made up. Sainte-Beuve, who had 
often ridiculed the Academie before he got into 
it, was fain to confess later that nowhere else 
could one find genius in such variety, nor bear 
any subject in politics, art, or literature so ably

of the Committee, signed by Representatives 
Page, Hubbell, and Williams of Oregon, says 
the report of the ype the Committee 
has the great defect of iguorlwg the testimony 
taken by the Committee, and plaiu conclusions 
to be drawn from it to create occasion for unl- 
versal censure. They believe the truth is de- 
sired by Congress rather than fauit-finding, and 
that it is not well to substitute unsupported 
assert ions and ‘assumptions for sworn evidence. 
They have, therefore, not been able to agree 
with the majority in their presentation of the 
results of this investigation and sweeping cen- 
sure of all concerned, and then give their own 
conclusion derived, trom the testimony. 

The principal part of the indebtedness of the 
Nava! Department is for the rebuilding of five 
double-turreted ironclads.

But from the foundation of the Government it 
has not been held that the law requires such 
works to be advertised and let tothe lowest 
bidder secured by such advertisement. 

WITH REGARD TO THE OPEN PURCHASES 

of supplies and services, the testimony is uni- 
form that the Government gets better articles 
at cheaper rates than where it is done by adver- 
tising. Tne bulk of the purchases has been by 
advertisement, as the law requires, the excep- 
tion being where immediate delivery or per- 
formance was necessary. 

In conclusion, the minority say the exact 
amount of indebtedness of the Navy Depart- 
ment is $3,217,738. The creation of this indebt- 
edness arose largely from the change of 
policy by Congress, by which the. appropria- 
tions for the working burcaus of the Department 
were greatly reduced, leaving the work con- 
traeted for and necessary to be finished in an in- 
complete state. There was nothing criminal or 
improper in the mode in which this indebted- 
ness arose, and nothing has been concealed from 
Congress. The parties dealt with may well 
compiain that the Government disregards its 
just obligations by leaving them unpa.i. 

The minority agree with the majovity in a

VALENTINE SCRIP. 
BONFIELD’S BRIEF AND ARGUMENT. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune, 
Wasninerton, D. C., May 10.—Joseph T. Bon- 
has filed his brief 
and argument with the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior in the matter of appeal from the decision 
of the Commissioner of the Land-Office in the 
Valentine scrip case. The following are the 
principal points from the brief aod argument: 

The sub-division, sale, appropriation, and 
dedication of the Fort Dearborn Addition 
through the War Department in 1539 was legal 
and cannot be disturved. ‘The power to sub- 
divide and dedicate for streets, alleys, aud pub- 
lic grounds is vecessary and incidental to the 
power to sell. The Secretary of War had 
full authority to subdivide and dedicate 
as he did. The Goverument made 
this vote in 1839, has for 
forty years acquiesced in its dedication and sub- 
division, and is prevented by the doctrine of 
equitable estoppel from now questioning the 
title so acquired. The plat was made by a 
United States officer under an IIlinois statute.

subject to public use. The land was part of a 
military reservation which has never been re- 
stored to the public lands: therefore, if the sale 
and dedication were illegal, they are not sub- 
ject to location by Valentine scrip.

THE ROCK ISLAND ARSENAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

WIS OTO. D. C., May 10.—To-day the Sec- 
retary of War sent to the Senate a letter recom- 
mending the appropriation of $153,350 to be 
used to complete the development of the water- 
power at Rock Island Arsenal. The Seeretary 
also sent copies of letters from the Chief of 
Ordnance and from one Atkinson, of the Moline 
Water-Works Company. Atkinson, in his 
letter, which was to the Secretary of War, 
claimed that the contracts between the Govern- 
ment and the Company were made with the 
distinct understanding that the Government 
would use the water-power for its shops to be 
built at Rock Island, and would develop 
and maintain the power for that purpose. 
This he claims the Government has not done, 
aud that the delay has been very damaging to 
the interests of the Company.

harbor of Londonderry when the explosion 
occurred, and but for this circumstance the 
loss of life must have been fearful. As it is, 
there seemed to be no hope of saving a por- 
tion of the steerage passengers, who were 
cut off from help by the flames which imme- 
diately followed the explosion. The vessel 
will prove a total loss.

The House Committee which has for some 
time been engaged in investigating Secretary 
Ronxson's administration of the Navy De- 
partment has concluded its labors, and

late Secretary was remiss in, or ignorant of, 
nis duties, or whether he did not, on the 
whole, make a model executive officer. As 
the minds of most people have been for sev- 
eral years made up in regard to Mr. Ronx- 
son’s fitness for the position as evinced by 
his official acts. it is hardly to be supposed 
that the two reports of this Committee, both 
supported, as it is claimed, by-authoritative 
testimony, will change public opinion in the 
least.

If the 
Confederate Brigadiers in the House cannot 
bear to have the truth told concerning the 
horrible barbarities practiced upon Federal 
soldiers and loyal Southerners who were im- 
prisoned, they can escape the unpleasant 
infliction very easily,—that is, by withdraw- 
ing their huge bundle of bills for the reim- 
bursement of war damage. 

The Chicago I imes never neglects any op- 
portunity to malign Secretary Saznman. Its 
latest effort in this direction is in connection 
with the notorious H. B. James, Chief of 
the Customs Division. The Times states 


| that James was deposed by Secretary Bun- 


Tow upon discovery of the fact that he had 
deceived him in regard to some Department 
business, which is true, as Tun Tse 
stated six or eight weeks ago. The Tunes 
further states that Secretary Saemman rein- 
stated James, which is not true. Following 
are the facts: Bartow dropped Jan 
from the Department roll. Subse- 
quently, upon the representation of 
friends that James was very poor and 
in ill-health, Barstow appointed him 
to a subordinate place in his old division. 
From that moment Jamzs began to intrigue 
for reinstatement in his former responsible 
position. Doubtless he had the ass:stance of 
the New York Ring, which is powerful, but 
he did not succeed until after the retirement 
of Baistow. Soon after the acccession of 
Secretary Morriit, however, he was re- 
instated by him.

That he is not now en- 
tirely trusted by the Secretary, we believe, 
and that he will be removed when the 
„grand bounce” of New York customs of- 
ficials shall be made, we are confident.

THE TARIFF DISCUSSION. 

The efforts in Congress to prevent discus- 
sion, to stifle investigation, and defeat any 
reformatory legislation on the subject of the 
tariff is fanatical and anti-American. It isa 
denial of public right, and argues generally 
a spirit of despotism with which there can 
be no public sympathy. A determined ef- 
fort was made to prevent the new Tariff 
bill having a hearing at all. After one day's 
debate there was a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause; and another motion to 
limit debate to two hours; and there are 
other motions promised, but for the time 
withheld, to lay the bill on the table, 
to postpone it indefinitely, or otherwise 
peremptorily reject it. Long before the bill 
was prepared, and before the Committee had 
agreed upon one line of it, there was a grand 
scheme of popular denunciation concocted. 
In Pittsburg, and in other manufacturing 
districts of Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
and also in other States, there were 
popular gatherings and parades, at 
which, by speeches, banners, and mottoes, 
every imaginary slander was heaped upon the 
bill, which, at that time, had no shape or 
form. Newspapers all over the country fol- 
lowed in adverse criticism of the bill, in 
which it has been held up as the embodi- 
ment of evil, and the wicked invention of 
the enemy of mankind. Gen. Bawxzs has 
made a set speech, in which he has dis- 
played his accustomed rhetoric denuncia- 
tory of the bill, and resisting a change of 
the tariff as strenuously as if it were an in- 
vitation to eternal perdition. 

The assumption on which these proceed- 
ings have been based, the theory on which 
all this denunciation is poured out, is, that the 
present tariff is a sacred enactment, that it 
has boen transmitted to the present gen- 
eration under a Divine commandment 
that it must be preserved for all 
time as a guide and as a protection; that 
it has come to us as another Gospel 
with a Scriptural warning that not a word is to 
be added thereto nor a word taken therefrom; 
that it is a sort of inspired volume, teaching 
governments all they have occasion to know, 
and what they must obey; that it is a second 
National Constitution, overshadowing all 
other law and all other knowl- 
edge and wisdom, and that it involves 
treason against Divine and human 
law, and against the hopes of mankind here 
and hereafter, to change or alter, to reduce 
or modify, this system of taxation sanctified 
by demagogues and illustrated in the suffer- 
ings, want, and destitution of millions of 
unemployed, homeless, starving men, 
women, and children, principally in the 
very districts which are loudest in their de- 
nunciations of any change. 

All this assumption of sanctity in the 
present tariff is supremely false. It is not 
sanctified by age or by experience. It has 
nothing to commend it as a code of morality 
or as a measure of financial wisdom. It 
reeks with fraud, special legislation, and 
subsidy. It is a vast system to license rob- 
bery,to encourage perjury, to promote smug- 
gling. to impoverish the farming classes, to 
destroy industry, and to bring about the very 
condition of affairs which now so unhappily 
exists in all the manufacturing districts of 
the land. Instead of being sanctified by any 
inherent principle, or entitled to any respect 
because of its effects upon the country, it 
stands confessed as one of the most in- 
defensible schemes of plunder and desola- 
tion that was ever enacted under any civil- 
ized government of modern times. It stands 
condemned by the people it has beggared, by 
the tears of the suffering women and chil- 
dren it has rendered homeless, and by the 
graves of those who in a land of planty it has 
starved to death. 

It is a bill for the modification, 
amendment, change, and simplification 
of such a code as this, that one-half 
the members of the House of Representa- 
tives insist shall not be examined, shall 
not be debated, shall not be passed on 
in the American Congress. Do these men 
forget that they hold their places by mere 
sufferance? They are but accidents of the 
hour,—and other accidents may overtake 
them. This is not a nation of Congressmen ; 
and the whole number can be displaced to- 
morrow and successors appointed without 
any material loss to the country or any pop- 
ular loss of respect for the National Con- 
gress.

it be beneficent, if it be what the people 
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want, if it be a national blessing,—then let 
the whole scheme be ventilaied and explain- 
ed, and these great public and private bless- 
ings be shown in all their glory and splen- 
dor. If the tariff be what is claimed for 
it, then its friends ought to be the most 
strenuous for debate, the most earnest as de- 
fenders of truth and right. They must re- 
member that the great mass of the people live 
upon the earnings of their daily labor, and any 
law which takes toll from these earnings, that 
reduces the size of the loaf, and shortens the 
measure of cloth in the coat by enhancing 
the cost of all the necessaries of life, is 
regarded as an unjustifiable extortion, de- 
manding immediate relief. All schemes to 
prevent discussion, to prohibit amendment 
or attention to the present confessedly dis- 
honest and erime-stained tariff, can serve 
only to unite the suffering and oppressed 
people in such a sweeping revolution of 
Congress that future statesmen will under- 
stand that free and ample discussion of all 
questions of public concern is a right which 
will never be surrendered, and which cannot 
be denied successfully so long as a free peo- 
ple possess a free ballot and can make and 
unmake representatives at pleasure. 


A CASE OF UNREASONING MALICE. 

The New York Times keeps an editor to write 
against Chicago, with incidental references to 
the West. This gentleman site with the 
“7 saurus” at his side in order to avail 
himself of all the synonyms of invective, 
and then hurls epithets with that reckless 
disregard of consequences generally devel- 
oped by writing at a safe distance from the 
object assailed. That Chicago was burned, 
is an offense in his eyes; that the East came 
forward with relief, is a reproach ; that Chi- 
cago was rebuilt, is a regret; that Chicago 
owes some money amply secured by mort- 
gages, is a scandal; and that Chicago gener- 
ally favored the passage of the Silver-Remon- 
etization law, is the one unpardonable sin. 
The slightest provocation serves fora new 
attack, but the gossip about the Communists 
has furnished a glorious opportunity for 
defamation. A hideous and terrifying 
picture is drawn of 8,000 Communists prow!- 
ing about the streets of this perverse and 
wicked city of ours; they are all alleged 
to be marshaled and armed with breech- 
loading rifles; the people are powerless to 
resist, and it is only a question of time when 
the streets shall run with blood that shall 
only be checked by the ashes of the burning 
houses, Such a prospect of desolation 
ought to have softened the heart even of 


-this terrible New-Yorker, but, on the con- 


trary, he fairly revels in it. He holds that 
Chicago, having demanded the right to 
swindle New York creditors out of 8 per 
cent of their lawful claims by sustaining the 
Silver bill, ought to extend the hand of fel- 

lowship to the Communists, because The 
political principles and financial views of 
both are at bottom the same.” The Chi- 
cago editors, he tells us, ought to fraternize 
with the Communist because the former ap- 
plauded the ‘* robbery” of Eastern capital- 
its. The sacking of the city, we are in- 
formed, will only be the logical result of the 
principle which upheld a repudiation of 8 per 
cent of gold indebtedness under the cover of 
the Silver bill. The grossest inconsistency is 
charged upon the Chicago press and Chicago 
property-owners because they are not ad- 
mirers and allies of the Communists. Fi- 
nally, the wish is father to the thought 
which suggests that it will be especially 
sad” if the Communists burn down Chicago 
again, ‘‘inasmuch as the East might not be 
ready to advance money wherewith to re- 
build it.” 

Without the smallest degree of resent- 
ment, and with a becoming consciousness of 
the utter depravities of Chicago people, we 
would mildly suggest either that the man 
who writes these articles on Chicago is an 
ass, or that he gives expression to a New 
York sentiment that would not do discredit to 
a gang of pirates or highway robbers. 
Whether these articles emanate from a mono- 
maniac on the silver question or from an ill- 
will growing out of jealousy, their evi- 
dent purpose is to damage the in- 
terests of Chicago as the Capital of the 
West, and to destroy the confidence of 
capital in the safety of Western investments. 
This 1s a matter which capitalists will prob- 
ably determine for themselves without ref- 
erence to the opinions of the New York 
Times. They will probably not be disposed 
to carry their resentment at the Silver bill so 
far as to refuse to make money out of the 
people who defeated their greedy avarice. No 
doubt they still regret that they were not 
able to compel their debtors to pay them 
from 15 to 40 per cent more value than they 
loaned, by coercing payment in a single gold 
standard representing that much excess over 
the value actually advanced; nevertheless, 
they will still be glad to lend money on good 
securities, even if they are not able to extort 
an advance on the principal as well as their 
interest on theloan. The attempted banish- 
ment of silver was a shrewd and 
determined effort to make debtors pay 
more than they ever agreed to pay, 
but the failure of this effort will not 
persuade them to lock up their moneyin 
vaults and let it remain idle rather than loan 
it to people who refused to submit to their 
extortion. Capitalists, as a rule, are not the 
sort of people who bite off their noses to 
spite their faces, and the New York Times 
will rave im vain if it hopes to impair the 
commercial and monetary relations between 
the East and West that are suggested by 
mutual interests. 


The exaggerated account of the Commu- 
nist doings in this city is evidently a part of 
the programme for alarming the sensitive 
nature of the capitalists, but the exagger- 
ation is so palpable that it will defeat its own 
purpose. If Chicago shall be called on to 
contend against Communistic violence, it 
will be in common with other large cities of 
the country, where demagogues and villains 
are taking advantage of the unusual number 
and distress of unemployed people to incite 
their worst passions. But, in case of 
any general outbreak, Chicago will be as 
well prepared to crush if as will be any 
other large city in the Union. We shall not 
have more militia and police; there will not 
be fewer Communists, perbaps, in propor- 
tion to population ; volunteers to protect the 
rights of property will not be any more 
numerous,—but there will stand at Chicago's 
back a reserve that has always dismayed and 
annibilated Communism whenever and 
wherever it has been called out. We mean 
the farmers of the Northwest. It was the 
farmers of France who slaughtered and dis- 
persed the Communists of France. The ag- 
ricultural class, overwhelmingly powerful, are 
unrelentant in dealing with men who threat- 
en their personal liberty and property rights. 
They will not parley ; they will kill. Chicago 
has the good fortune to be the very centre 
of the most populous, prosperous, and intel- 
ligent agricultural district on the Continent, 
and any menace to Chicago is a menace to 
the Northwest. There is no dnger to be 
anprehended in Chicago from Es fire and 
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| pillage that mark the progress of Commu- 


nism, while the farmers of Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota are within a few 
hours’ call. We wish heartily that the prop- 
erty interests of New York Ci y were as 

cure from attack and as certain of ener- 
getic defense. New York City is the natural 
birth-place and the favorite home of Com- 
munism in America. It lands there, like the 
cholera, when it comes from Europe. It has 
been nourished and developed by the rotten 
politics of that city. Tammany is a sort of 
guardian and such aman as Tween an efficient 
leader. It has thrived by the accumulation of 
a municipal debt of $140,000,000. Is is repre- 
sented on the press by men like Swixrox, 
and has the leading apostles of the creed in 
men like Mroy. Whether in banquets, pub- 
lic meetings, mobs, politics, literature, or 
demonstrations of any kind, New York alone 
has more of genuine Communism than all 
the remainder of the country. It is not wise, 
therefore, for New York people to gratify 
any spite they may have for Chicago by 
glorifying in anticipation of a Com- 
munistic outbreak here. We do not com- 
mend the chalice to their own lips, but 
they may be the first and greatest suffer- 
ers; and, if they shall be, they will discover 
for themselves the difference between the 
‘silver craze” and practical Communism, 
with which they have sought to associate the 
righteous demand for an equitable adjust- 
ment of contracts. 

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

A new secret society called the Knights 
of Labor has recently completed its organ- 
ization in nearly every Northern State, and 
is now ready to begin business. Its avowed 
object is to control the election of members 
of the State Legislatures and of Congress, 
and so shape the legislation of the country 
as to make it conform to their Socialistic or 
Communistic ideas. What the league in- 
tends to do if it cannot attain its revolu- 
tionary objects peaceably remains to be seen. 
Its members are oath-bound, being sworn 
upon the Holy Bible, and they have their 
grips, signs, and pass-words the same as 
other secret societies. The head of the con- 
cern is in New York City, with branch offices 
in Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Buffalo, Detroit, Cleveland, Mil- 
waukee, San Francisco, and, in fact, in 
all the principal cities of the North, 
East, and West. The Knights of 
Labor seem to have swallowed several other 
smaller and weaker organizations which held 
to notions similar to their own, particularly 
the Brotherhood of Engineers, the Journey- 
men Tailors’ Union, a good sprinkling of the 
Pennsylvania Mollie Maguires not yet hung, 
and a number of the Trainmen’s League. 
Added to these are many of the minor Social- 
istic Orders throughout the country of various 
names, grades, and conditions, and its 
friends claim that it already numbers 300,000 
members. The So@alistic Workingmen's 
party of New York is now in such close 
sympathy with the Knights of Labor that 
the objects of the two organizations are sup- 
posed to be one in spirit and intent. Some 
idea of what these fellows are aiming at 
may be gathered from the following succinct 
confession of faith as enunciated by ALEx- 
ANDER Jonas, the editor of the Volkszeitung, 
to-wit : 

The entire overthrow of the present social sys- 
tem: the abolition of all personal property in land 
and other means of production, and their cession 
to the State; the introduction of the co-operative 
pian ia labor, so that every laborer may be a part- 
ner in every factory and workshop: the compulsory 
limitation of the hours of labor to eight hours a 
day or less, according to the requirements of un- 
employed workmen; the regulation of the prices of 
labor by arbitration between the employer and the 
employed until the co-operative system is intro- 
duced, — — education and the opening of 
all coileges and universities free to all classes; the 
abolition of savings banks; the abolition of direct 


taxation and the inetitution of a scaled income- 
tax; and the taxation of all church property. 


The most of these objects might be con- 
sidered absurd if it were not for the fact that 
the number of industrious, honest, but mis- 
guided men back of these agitators is so 
great that the whole affair is alarming. The 
antecedents of some of the leaders of these 
Socialists are not such as to impress us with 
the wisdom of their plans nor the purity of 
their motives. For instance, some of the 
leaders whom we could name fled from Sax. 
ony to escape imprisonment for revolutionary 
acts; one was sentenced in Berlin to prison 
for being concerned in the Socialist move- 
ment there; another man, now a resident of 
Chicago, was imprisoned for a similar of- 
fense; another, who was a Socialist in Ger- 
many and a Communist in Paris, is now the 
editor of a Socialist organ in Ohio. Several 
of the same breed in Milwaukee are the sort 
of fellows who left their country for their 
country’s good,” and if they escaped 
the gallows over there it was only to 
more richly deserve hanging here. These 
are some of the leaders, aiders, and instiga- 
tors of this new movement, and the above- 
quoted paragraph contains the essence of 
their platform. Some of the head men are 
out of felons’ graves simply because they 
have not yet met their deserts, and because 
their exit from the land that gave them birth 
was too sudden for the officers of justice. 
Others aré yet alive because the laws of this 
country for the punishment of treason, con- 
spiracy, insurrection, and revolution are too 
imperfectly formulated and too leniently ap- 
plied. The only thing to be admired in the 
iconoclastic platform of these conspirators is 
its plainness and candor. When they declare 
their purpose to be the entire overthrow of 
the present social system,” we know exactly 
what they mean, although we may be alittle 
in the dark as to what they intend to estab- 
lish in its place. We know they are bent on 
ruining the existing social superstructure, 
but we are ignorant of the sort of thing they 
will substitute in exchange. Their promises 
made in advance are not likely to be kept. 
If they once succeed in obtaining power, 
they are too progressive not to use 
it to the fullest extent. There is 
no reason why they will not in- 
vade the domestic circle and destroy the 
family relations, and make as radical changes 
there as they propose to doin other depart- 
ments that are quite as sacred and important. 
Certainly the relation of the sexes and the 
restraints imposed upon men and women by 
existing Jaws must be as hateful to these 
reformers as that old custom which in- 
heres in the honest acquirement and posses- 
sion of property. That good old Mosaic in- 
junction against coveting our neighbor's 
goods embraced his wife and maid-servant 
in the catalogue, as well as the rest of his 
chattels, and, when they reach that sublime 
point of perfection when they shal! “‘ abolish 
all personal property in land,” the next step 
will be easy enough, and the doctrine of 
Victoria Woopuvu.ut in regard to marriage, di- 
vorce, and free-love can readily be adopted. If 
the co-operative system for which these vicious 
idiots are now so vociferously clamoring is 
the great panacea for all the ills that afflict 
society, the door of the household will not 
be likely to be barred against its approach 
after it obtains dommion elsewhere, and the 
family of the future will be conducted upon 
the co-operative plan, as well as the mill and 
the factory. This is not by any means the 
reductio ad absurdum method of reasoning. 
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but the legitimate inference that is to be logio- 
ally drawn from these Socialistic premises. 

It may be true that the Knights of Labor 
have not yet enunciated any such dangerous 
theories as those put forth by their Com- 
munistic and Mollie-Maguire aiders and abet- 
tors. But as the whole is equal to the sum 
of all its parts, and as the formulated expres- 
sion of the majority of a body of men associat- 
ed together for a specific purpose must be 
taken as their ideas, so this new Order must 
be swayed and controlled by its constituent 
elements. Some of the component parts 
are inherently ‘‘ cussed” and bad, and the 
fruit of such a tree cannot be good until the 
order of Nature is reversed. Socialism and 
all kindred associations are the thorns and 


thistles that have been transplanted from 


the Old World into the rich soil of the 
New; but let no community expect that it 
can gather figs from one or grapes from the 
other. 
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DIFFERENT KINDS OF CONCILIATION. 

Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, made an affect- 
ing plea for conciliation in the Lower House 
of Congress Wednesday. He said that we 
were brothers of a common race,” and that 
we had a virgin continent and “‘ a virgin 
soil,” and that we were washed by two 
oceans” and ‘‘permeated by channels of 
trade,” and in other respects comfortably 
provided for. 
blessings, which are insured by union, he 
urged us to forget the things behind and 
reach to those before; to let the dead 
past buryeits dead,” and join together in 
furthering the progress, prosperity, and 
honor of our country.” These are honorable 
sentiments. We sympathize with them, 
and wish they might have a wider circula- 
tion than they are likely to get in a speech 
on the tariff question. 

But Mr. Tucker is not the only person 
authorized to speak for the Southern people. 
The ex-President of the Confederacy is still 
esteemed by many of his former compatriots. 
He believes in a different kind of concilia- 
tion. In a letter dated April 11 of this year, 
and addressed to certain gentlemen con- 
cerned in laying the corner-stone of a Con- 
federate monument at Macon, Ga., Mr. 
Davis expressed his idea of conciliation. For 
purposes of comparison, we place parts of 
his letter and of Mr. Tuckxrnr’s speech side by 
side :

Here are two kinds of conciliation, which 
we know not how to reconcile. There isa 
painful discrepancy between them. It may 
be claimed that Davis is now out of political 
life, and nobody minds what he says; but 
people do mind what he says. His letter was 
read to a vast concourse of people, and was 
vociferously applauded. The Macon Tele- 
graphf April 27 says: It was the grand- 
est letter ever penned by human hand.” 

The contradiction of Mr. Tucker by Mr. 
Davis only points a moral which recent 


events have been forcing upon public atten- 


tion, and that is the wide and sincere differ- 
ence of opinion among the Southern people 
as to the results of the War. Many of them 
are no doubt ready to be conciliated without 
money or price; others demand appropri- 
ations as the conditions of complete recon- 
ciliation ; still others will not be pacified by any 
conditions whatever. The question of con- 
ciliation is, for the present, one that con- 
cerns the Southern people exclusively. Let 
them agree among themselves and tell the 
Northern people what kind they want. If 
they shall ask for Mr. Tuckrr’s kind, the 
Northern people will be ready to meet them 
half-way. in a spirit of generosity and fra- 
ternal feeling; if they want Mr. Davis’ kind, 
the North will also be ready to meet them, 
but with different feelings and intentions. 
It will be well for both sides to understand 
that conciliation must come, if it comes at 
all, freely, unreservedly, and forever. It 
cannot be temporary, or partial, or pur- 
chased by bargains and appropriations. Any 
conciliation of this description would be 
worse than none, for it would have to be 
done over again many times. We hope and 
believe that the good sense and patriotism of 
the Southern people will induce them to 
choose the right kind of conciliation.

Hetalked quite freely about the matter, 
criticised the parties who brought the suit in a 
pungent manner, denounced some of them by 
name as detaulters and thieves, gave the at- 
torney for the plaintiffs particular Hail 
Columbia,“ and reflected severely u pon those 
„ho remained in the background and allowed 
others to append their names, while they remained 
shrouded in a cloak of respectability in the rear,“ 
and named some of these “respectables.”’ He 
claimed that the animus of the whole thing 
was blackmail, as he would show on the trial.“ 
Tue TRIBUNE gave Mr. FARWELL the benefit 
of his explanation, printing his statement cor- 
rectly, so that the antidote might go with the 
bane. But it seems that Mr. FanwILL desired 
that all mention of the bill or its contents 
should be suppressed by the newspapers, and 
therein he exhibited a fatuitv or incogitancy

Aithough not definitely stated, it is un- 
derstood that efforts were made to get Mr. Ingra- 
bam and Mr. Nelson to accept the position, but 
that both declined. A caucus wil! be held before 
the meeting this afternoon, at which some conclu- 
sion will probabiy be reached. 

Col. Bowen said that it is the intention of the 
Trustees to prosecute James B. Lewis, ex-Comp- 
troller of the village, who, he said, is a defaulter to 
the amount of $200 on account of water-rents and 
license-fees: and aiso George W. Binford, ex-Cap- 
tain of Police. who is, he said, in arrears $256 on 
account of fines. 

MR. JOHN R. BENSLEY, 
ex-President of the Board of Trustees, was also 
interviewed. He said he had veen greatly shocked 
at the revelations made, and showed conclusively 
that he feared the worst. During his incumbency 
of the office of President he had never seen any- 
thi Whatever to justify a suspicion of Mr. Wal- 
drun’s wtegrity. For two successive years he 
voted against Waldron, but in 1877 he was so 
well satisfied that he supported him. Why.“ 
said Mr. Bensley, ‘‘the books and vouchers 
were gone over and the money counted only a. year 

o. and found to be right to a penny. Then, in 
November last, before the taxes came in, the 
Treasurer reported that he had not only paid out all 
the funds of the village on account of warrants, but 
had actually made some over-payments from his 
private purse. That did not look like any crook- 
edness." Mr. Bensley bad no definite information 
as to the facts, and opined that it could not be oo- 
tained until the new Treasurer took hold. 

The alleged dvfaulting Treasurer is a married 
man with three children, and has two daughters 
one now traveling in Europe. It is unders 
that he lives in a rented house, and, outside of the 
real estate given to secure the Bowen transaction. 
he is believed to own little or no property in Hyde 
Park. He was formeriy President of the Coal Ex- 
change, and his firm ranked high in the trade. 
There is a surmise that the deficitis one of long 
standing and gradual wth, and that when the 
accounting was last summer Mr. 
Waldron raised money temporarily on ac- 
commodation paper and 12 the cash in 
bank. He knew that the investigation was in 
progress, for it extended over two or three weeks 
and the necessity of doing something to meet thé 
occasion was plain.

— the transaction with C. T. Bowen, but came 
orward with the money in June, and the story 


was not known to the Trustees, as several 
of them declare, until within the past 
two days. Another hypothesis, furnished as 


an impression onlx by a gentleman well qual- 
ified to know is, that Waldron had lost money in 
attempting to carry a coal firm which went under 
several months ago, and had never been able to re- 
cover from the blow. The Trustees say that the 
crisis has now arrived, and that, altnouch they have 
hitherto treated Mr. Waldron with every cons:der- 

ation, they will lose not a moment in insisting 
upon a prompt settlement. Until tne new Treas- 
urer takes possession they can do nothing, and 
meantime thep are upon the most ragged of edges.

INVESTIGATION. 


Gov. Cullom, of Lilinois, Orders a Careful 
Official Serutiny of All the Books in the 
Charitable Institutions of the State.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 10.—Goy. Cullom has 
aroused to the necessity for a thorough investi- 
gation of the charge against the management of 
the State Institution forthe Deaf and Dumb, 
and has directed inquiry i the conduct of all 
State institutions, addressing to the State Board 
of Public Charities the following order this 
afternoon : : 

Srate or ITTtNots. Executive DeParRTMEN T. 
SPRINGFIELD. May 10, 1878— Tae Rer. F. H. 
Wines, 7 of the Board of State Uharities— 
Sin: In view of complaints on the part of counties 
and private persons as to che chargee for clothing. 
etc., for State institutions, I have determined to 
direct a general and thorough investigation of this 
whole subject * the State Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Charities, do this ander tne autnority con- 
ferred upon the Governor by the last clause of the 
fourth section of an act approved April 9, 1869 
(Session Laws of 1869, page 65). You will, there- 
fore, request each of the State institutions under 


the supervision of the Board of Charities 
to furnish and transmit to your office 
at the earliest possible day an i exact 


transcripts of their several ledgers, showiug their 
itemized account with each individual to whom 
clothing, etc., has been furnished from the Ist 
of October, 1876, to the 30tn of September, 1877; 
also to state in each case where bills have not been 
paid, either by private reons or oy counties, 
whether any effort has been made to collect the 
same, and what reasons have been given for neg- 
lect or refusal to pay. On receipt of these ac- 
counts, you will proceed to examine each of them 
in detail, omitting none, aud to compare the 
prices charged for clothing with the cost of 
the same as shown by the original bills 
in your office, im order to ascertain 
what profit, if any, the institutions derive from this 
source. If necessary or desirable, you will also 
have samples of clothing and of material for the 
same sent to you for inspection. I desire to know, 
first, what complaints have been made; second, 
how much foundation for the same existe in fact; 
third, whatare the principles and methods adopted 
by the several institutions in the purchase ana is- 
sue of clothing; fourth, the manner in which they 
keep their clothing accounts; fifth, whether they 
ba ve in any instance charged unreasonable prices for 
clothing, etc.; sixth, whether the quality of clothing 
furnished is better than it should be; seventh, the 
manner in which payment is made. and what guar- 
antee the State has that all moneys received on 
this account are paid into the Treasuries of the 
several institutions. Incase of special complaints 
made to you by any county or individual, if any, 
you will make a special examination of each case, 
whether 1 the limits aesigned for the general 
examination, as indicated above, or not. When

HAS ROBERT HARRIS RESIGNED! 

The city was full of rumors yesterday that 
Mr. Robert Harris, President of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, had resigned his 
position, and that Mr. J. M. Forbes, of Boston, 
had been elected to the place. 


successor. The same authority added that Mr. 
Harris had been reappointed Chief Engineer of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. As the 


graphs are often published for speculative pur- 


matter, a TRIBCNE 
Mr. Harris during the afternoon. Mr. Harris 
was disinclined to say anything regarding this 
matter. He would not say whether there was 
any truth in the report or not. This much he 
stated, however; that no resignation had yet 
taken place, and that he was still the President 
of the Company. Yet be would not authorize 
the reporter to deny the reports. He thought 
it improper on his part to speak of or reveal avy 
secrets of what transpires at the Board meet- 
ings. He felt greatly annoyed that the reporter 
should have called upon him for an explanation. 
It mav be inferred from Mr. Harris’ demeanor 
that a resignation is contemplated, and that 
Jay Gould has merely given away the secret 
prematurely to be benefited by it. Several 
other persons connected with the management 
of the road were also called upon for a 
statement, but none of them would say much. 
They admitted, however, that Mr. Harris con- 
templated resigning the position of President, 
and ascribed the cause to continued ill-health. 
As regards the statement that Mr. Harris would 
assume the duties of Chief Engineer, no one 
believes it. Mr. Harris, being questioned about 
the matter, said that Mr. Hjortsberg was tne 
Chief Engineer of the road, and he could see 
no reason why some one else snould be appoint- 
ed tothe position. It is not believed that Mr. 
Harris would accept this position. His reputa- 
tion as one of the best and ablest ratiroad man- 
agers in the country is so well established that 
he can have the managership of almost any 
road for the asking. While a possibie resigna- 
tion of Mr. Harris might in part be ascribed to 
ill-health, it might also be due to a disagreement 
with the Forbes-Perkins party, which controls 
the road. It is known that several of the Di- 
rectors who have heretofore sided with Mr. 
Harris and secured bis re-election to the Presi- 
dency, have gone over to Forbes soul and 
body, thus leaving Mr. Harris without à proper 
backing. It is but natural that, under such 
circumstances Mr. Harris, should rather resign 
than be a mere figurehead any longer. The 
appointment of Mr. Forbes as President of the 
road will necessitate no change in the manage- 
ment of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, as 
Mr. C. E. Perkins, a relative of Mr. Forbes, bas 
been actively managing the road for some years 
past. The appointment of Mr. T. J. Potter as 
General Superintendent, with headquarters at 
Burlington, indicates that Mr. Perkins intends 
to remove trom Burlington to this city. 
WABASH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, May 10.—A temporary injunction 
against the Wabash Railway Company was 
grauted by Judge Donohue to-day, in what may 
prove avery important suit. The plaintiff is 
Samuel Barton, who gives an account of the 
consolidation of the various railruad companies 
which went to form the Toledo, Wa- 
bash & Western Railway Company. These 
companies each had a bonded debt which the 
consolidated corporation assumed. There were 
ten such mortgages, amoug them one made by 
the Great Western Railroad Corporation, ard 
one by the Wabash & Western Com- 
pany. Mr. Barton. owned bonds under 
the mortgages issued by the two com- 
panies named. After the consolidation 
the Toledo, Wabash & Western Company issued 
$5,000,000 of gold mortgage bonds. le 1875, 
suit was begun to foreclose the gold mortgage, 
and a sale of the road was ordered. After the 
decree was obtained, a Protection Committee 
was organized among the bond and stock- 
nolders to set aside the fo eclosure de- 
cree, on the ground that the gold 
mortgage was fraudulent, unauthorized, and 
void.

Many of the = holders of the 
bonds of the roads consolidated 
were induced to fund a number of 


their coupons and defer payment. The holders 
of about 382, . 000 of mortgage bonds and of 
the $600,000 of equipment-bonds have refused, 
Mr. Barton says, to enter into this ar- 
rangement. The payment of the coupons 
only to those who have accepted the reconostruc- 
tion scheme, he claims, constitutes an unjust 
and Illegal preference. Among his allegations 
is one to the effect that the Company is hope- 
lessiy insoivent. Including the deferreu imter- 
est, there is due about $17,000,000 on the old 
mortgages, the annual interest burden being 
nearly $1,200,000 per year.

BILLIARDS. 

All of a sudden Chicago has become the resi- 
dence of two extraordinary billiard-players, one 
of whom has become already famous as having 
made the largest run and largest average on rec- 
ord in a public match game or tournament, while 
the other, at his present rate of progress, will be 
among the world-beaters almost before he knows 
it. He has, indeed, but a little way to go, as will 
be seen by some scores which are annexed. 
Schafer, as is known, now calls Chicago his 
home, having been regularly engaged at the 
Brunswick Billiard Hail, but it is pot generally 
known that his practice games denote a steady 
improvement, and seem quite certain soon to 
make him—what many now firmly believe him 
to de—the greatest billiard-player in 
the world. For the past ten  davs 
Schafer has hada practice-mate and pupil in 
Randolph Heiser, late of Indiana, but to be 
permanently employed in a Chicago billiard- 
room which will be opened this evening. The 
strides which Heiser has made since he began 
playing with Schafer are something unprece- 
de nted, and at the gait he is now going he will 
make young Jacob trot very fast to hold his 
lead. Heiser has acquired Schafer’s wonderful 
knack of rail-play to a remarkable degree 
of proficiency, and his general game is 
improving rapidly. The two practice daily at 
the salesroom of J. M. Brunswick & Balke Co., 
ov State street, where a five-by-ten table has 
been fitted up for them, the Monarch cushions 
being used. The rivalry is very vigorous be- 
tween them, and no advantages are alluwed on 
either side. Yesterday they played two 600- 
point games, the first being won by Heiser, with 
an average of exactly sixty, and the following 
Score:

Heiser’s run of 307, as far as it went, was an 
exact imitation of Schafer's 442, being made en- 
tirely along the rail. He started the balis about 
a foot from the head uf the table on the left- 
hand rail, took them around all the four cor 
ners without ever getting them over six inches 
from the rail, and when he reached the point of 
starting he had scored 253 caroms. Then he 
went on, and after turning two more 
corners he froze at 307, and failed to 
count from the spot. This was the 
biggest run Heiser ever made in his life, and 
it was just big enough to convince Schafer that 
he must be up and doing. The latter gut the 
balls two inoings later, starting with them at 
the head rail near the left-hand corner. If 
Heiser’s play was brilliant, Schafer’s was simply 
staggering. Hitting the balls with a sharp, clear 
chick which can be heard in every part of the 
largest hall, he leaves no chance for fouls 
or freezes, aud nobody isSin doubt whetber a 
count has been made. His play is free., very 
rapid, and more muscular than would be thought 
possible and keep the balls so well together. 
There is no baby billiards about it. The cushion 
Is in constant use, the masse shot being very 
seldom required. The balls are taken around 
the corners with marvellous accuracy and ease, 
and always by the same clever method of hand- 


ling. He nad scored 270 points when 
clear around the rail to the point 
of beginning, and on he _ went as 


though there were noend. At 442, thinking he 
had run the game out, he made a careless shot 
and missed, ending a run that might have been 
greatly prolonged with a little more care. This 
is Schafer, to beat whom Sexton must play bet- 
ter billiards than he ever played in his life.

THE USE AND ABUSE OF STATISTICS. 
G. J. Shaw-Lefevre, President of the Statistical 
Society of London, recently delivered before that 
Association an address on The Use and Abuse of 
statistics,’ which has excited a great deal of atten- 
tion.  Statietics are, or at least ought to be, facts 
n groups, but Lefevre shows at considerable 
ength how much cantion Ought to be used in ap- 
slying them to the support of theories, or in draw- 
ut theories from them. A very striking instance 
of the abuse of statistics is furnished by writings 
of the English economists about the effects of the 
Uvistou of property among small holders, as 
m France. Arthur Young, in the eighteentia 
sentury, predicted that the system of small 
proprietors would end in creating an exuberant 
populavion that would grow beyond its means of 
‘@ubsistence. MacCulloch in 1823, Jones in 1836, 
and others, have repeated the same apprehensions. 
Unfortunately. the result was the opposite of that 
predicted. The condition of the French people 
has vastly improved, and its population, instead of 
becoming superabundant, has for many years in- 
creased very slowly, and now stands stationary. 
“Phere are English economists fully equai to the 
emergency, who now argue that the system of small 
proprietors is responsible for the slow progress of 
French population. The statistics of shipwreck 
show a continually increasing number of Eu- 
glish vessels wrecked. The deduction to be 
Grawn, however, is not that the sea is more full of 
perils, or that navigators are less skillful than 
they were, but that the returns are fuller and more 
accurate. The increase in insanity may be ex- 
in the same way. The criminal statistics of 
and Ireland have been twisted a great many 
different ways. The Irish point to the fact that 


‘in Ireland offenses against the law are much less 


numerous than in England. A close English anal- 
ysis of this broad fact discloses that in the Irish 
rural districts crimes are more numerous than 


in English country districts, that crime is more 
‘frequent in Dublin, proportionately, than in 
‘Liverpool, Manchester, or Birmingham, and that 
in English cities the Irish commit more crimes 


than the English. Figures revealing an apparent 
Increase in intoxication are often shown to do so 
decause of imperfect comparisons, or because of 
nore perfect collection of statistics. Deductions 
— — upon commercial aggregates of exporis or 
ports are generally erroneous. This because 
of the omission of figures that should be given, or 
he inclusion of those that do not belong to the 
comparison. The balance of trade against the 
United States is now swelled by such an error. 
The imports by smugglers, by travelers, and 
the imports ignored by  undervaluations 
in the New $#York Custom- House, as 
Tur Tam has already demonstrated, make the 
balance of trade against this country seem $50, - 
000,000 larger than it really is. Returns of im- 


- migration without those of emigration, or vice 


versa, are misleading. The last illustration Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevre gives of the abuse of statistics is the 
returns made by English physicians under toe Con- 
tagious- Diseases act. He shows that these practi- 
tioners, in order to magnify their offices under this 
law, made the figures of their reports lie to the ex- 
tent of showing a diminution of 50 per cent of the 
diseases under its ccgnizance. In reality, there 
had been no improvement at all in these diseases, 
and the favorable result shown was reached only 
by a false classification. 
A STAY FOR MORTGAGEORS IN MASSACHUSETTS. 
The Massachusetts Legislature has before it a 
proposition to give mortgageors relief by allowing 
them extra time in which to redeem property 
pledged by them for the payment of promissory 
notes. The Judiciary Committee, to which the 
question was referred, made ite final report in a bill 
giving a mortgageor to a savings-bank the right to 
set off his deposit. The bill also proposed the re- 
peal of the present Stay law, which has 
proved unsatisfactory in some respects. This 
limits 
the relief at (first proposed to such 
an extent that. it is considered adverse. 
The Advertiser, of Boston, opposed the Mortgage 
Stay law, although it had ‘favored the Savings 
Bank Stay law. It has been severely criticised for 
this variance, since the principle involved in the 
two measures is the same. The difference be- 
tween them is the difference between the interests 
involved. The Sayings Bank Stay law favored the 
savings banks at the expense of their creditors, 


the proposed Mortgage Stay law favored the debt- 


ore of the savingsbanks. In both cases the Ad- 

wertliser favored the savings bank, and so was con- 
sietent after all. The Judiciary Committee, taking 
the wise ground that all Stay laws were 
unconstitutional, recommended the repeal of the 
present Stay law, refused the stay askea for in be- 
half of mortgageors, and reported that the latter pe 
allowed a set-off when the mortgagee was a sav- 
ings bank to the amount of the mortgageor's de- 
posit.

SHE WAS MISTAKEN. 

THE MATTER SATISFACTORILY ADJUSTED. 
The second act in the farce-comedy whereof 
Mrs. Sophia C. Smith and a prominent and decid- 
edly good-looking hotel-clerk were the chief act- 
ors, was played yesterday afternoon on the Armory 
boards. It was brief. and rather tame withal, as 
compared with the first, but the interest in the out- 
come was sufficient to attractan audience which 
was probably on the very tiptoe of expectation.

The latter was there 
in person, and his interests were confided to 
Charles H. Reed, who saw that they were weil 
taken care of. On the case being called by Justice 
Summerfield, Mr. Lawrence leaned over the top of 
the railing and acquainted the Justice with the fact 
that be had conversed with the lady during the 
morning, and was satisfied that she was not in her 
right mina. He therefore asked leave to withdraw 
tne complaint. 

This aid not satisfy Mr. Reed, who wanted Mr. 

Lawrence to say there was no foundation for the 
charge. The latter tried to make it stronger by 
replying that be was satisfied the lady was laboring 
under an hailucination when she made the charge. 

The Court also wanted more satisfaction, and 
Mr. Lawrence was asked if he was satisfied that no 
offense had been committed. He replied that he 
was satisfied that no wrong had been done, from 
the investigation he had made. He had seen both 
Mr. and Mrs. Smita, and found that there was no 
ground for the allegation. In short, it was all an 
hallucination of Mrs. Smith's, and no offense, he 
was satisfied, had been committed. 

But Mr. Reed didnt want it dropped there. 
Wouldn't Mr. Lawrence state that there was abso- 
lutely no foundation for the charge, and that the 
bringing of the complaint was nothing more nor 
less than the act of an insane woman. 

Mr. Lawrence replied that Mrs. Smith's action, 

under the circumstances, showed that she was 
jaboring under an hallueination. 

Tne Court remarked that he did not discover, up 
to the time of issuing the warrant, that anything 
was the matter with the lady. But hewas frank io 
say that ber conduct after the warrant was issued, 

particularly at the Central Station. satisfied him 
that she was not in her right mind, her manner of 
conversimg and her general deportment leading up 
to that eonclusion. 

Mr. Reed was disposed to be thorough. and, 

while the taing. was being cleared up, to have it 
done properly.

Whereupon the Court ordered both cases dis- 
missed,—that of Mra. Smith against the clerk for 
rape, and that of the clerk against Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith for blackmail. There were congratulations 
tor tue young accused when the audience arose 
and his friends ciustered around him, but the man 
who don't want it given away went off as if it was 
an unpleasant subject to think about. Ue is said 
to have admitted that his wife is a little off as to 
her mind, and that the very object of her coming 
West witu him on his trip was to seeif it would 
not prove beneficial to her and mend to some ex- 
tent her impaired mental faculties. The sequel 
would seem to show that the trip has had the very 
opposite effect. 

While this case has thus been put out of court, it 
is not pleasant to see how a person who has wona 
good reputation by years of hard labor, holds it at 
the mercy of any woman who may choose to make 
a charge against him. In this particular instance, 
the gentleman accused had numerous wiinesses by 
whom he could have proved his innocence without 
the least aiffliculty, out had it not been for this, he 
might have been blackmailed by any woman bold 
enough to swear to a falsehood, the woman Know- 
ing that if canght in her game she couid get some 
kind friend to declare her insane, aud thus relieve 
her of all legal responsibility-

The County Treasurer forwarded $14,000 to the 
city yesterday.

A SAD CASE. 


A Railroad Man Charged with 


Bigamy.- 


One Wife in Danville and Another 
Here in Chicago. 


The Second One Married Under an Assumed Name 
1 Woman's Faith. 


The Destitution of the Lawful and 
Deserted Wife. 
Mr. Mower, Who Declines to Make Any 
Statement, Leaves Town. 


Mr. Selby H. Mower, the hero of this sketch, 
can scarcely help standing before the public this 
morning in an unenviabdle light, and, if all reports 
from apparently disinterested parties concerning 
him be true, he is atoo-much-married man,—and 
yet he claims that he has broken no jaw, human 
or divine.” Of the facts, the reader can judge for 
him or herself. 

Mower, up to about a month ago, held a lucrative 
position with the Chicago & Eastern IIlinots Rail- 
road Company (the oid Chicago. Danville & Vin- 
cennes) as train-dispatcher, and seems to have 
been regarded by the officers as a first-class rail- 
road man. Jn the absence of the Superintendent, 
Mower acted in his place, and flied the position 
with ability and credit. Having the material in 
him, be bid fair to rise in his profession until he 
should one day stand among the topmost. But 
there came a day when misfortune overtook him, 
leaving him temporarily in distress, but not seri- 
ously so. A change in the superiutendency 
took place, which caused a change in the office of 
train-dispatcher, a position whien is subject to the 
control of the former, and Mower was tarowu tem- 
porarilygut of employment. Yet, as before stated, 
he was regarded asa good railroad man, and, if 
his own words can be relied upon, he has been 
promised a situation by the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Company, tnough it is possible that his 
own indiscretions may cause the officers of that 
road to reconsider the resolution. 

WHILE WITH THE DANVILLE ROAD, 

be many times had occasion to allude to ais wife, 
who resided in Danville, and was represented to oe 
in quite poor health. Many of the employes knew 
her, and all the officers believed it to be a settied 
fact beyond any dispute that she was really and 
truly his lawful wife, and bad occupied that rela- 
tion to Mower for upward of ten years. He also 
had in his family a littie-girl, whom he represented 
as an adopted child, and confessed that he never 
bad any children of his own. Danville is a ema!) 
place, about 130 miles from Chicago, and in a 
town of this description; as everybody knows 
who has resided in one, each person is 
supposed to know every other person's busin ss 
often much, more perfectly than the person natur- 
ally most interested does himself. In Danville 
Mr. Mower has had his home; there is where his 
furniture and all his household goods are, and 
there he has been wont to fly for rest and refuge 
when he became weary. There his trusting wife 
has waited patiently for his return from his trips 
out upon the road, and from his dusiness in 
Chicago. 

But he has done some peculiar and unexplatna- 
ble things. His general appesrance is prepossess- 
ing. He is tall, straight, well-proportioned, with 
a luxurious growth of hair upon his face, which 
adds to, rather than conceals, a face that is finely 
formed. He is a man with a presence that can out 
commend respect. He is possiviy 40 years of ace. 

Thus far nothing has been described which has 
reflected discredit upon him. and would for the 
nonor of the community at large, for his own sake, 
for the happiness of his wife atthe Danvilie end 
of the line, and for the peace of mind of at leas¢ 
one other woman, 2 and truat- 
ing, nothing else might be said. 

ON THE 5TH OF LAST DECEMBER, 

a tall, good-looking man, witha full beard, and 
about 40 years of age, applied at the County Clerk's 
omce for a marriage license. A blank was given 
him, whicn he dlled out, signing the name Sam- 
vel H. Morrow thereto, and also made affidavit 
thereto over the same signature. He de- 
posited $1.50 and departed. On the 15th 
the certificate and affidavit were returned 
vy Father Roles, andthe facts were spread upon 
the records of the County of Cook that Samael H. 
Morrow and Mary A. Murphy had been married on 
the 6th day of December. 1877, by the Rev. Joseph 
Roles. C. P., which, interpreted, means 
Catholic Priest. . 

The newly-wedded pair, it is said, first went to 
the Burdick House, where rooms and board were 
engaged. After staying there for some time they 
removed to the Delavan Honse, No. 102 North 
Clark street, where they are located at present, or 
were up to last night. 

The writer stumbied upon the record above de- 
scribed yesterday, and from information in his 
poseession concluded that Samuel H. Morrow’ 
and Seloy H. Mower were one and the same per- 
eon, and as he had been told by the officers of the 
Eastern Iltinois Road that Mower had a wife and a 
home in Danville, where he still spent much of his 
time, the scribe set out to seek Mr. Mower and 
obtain an explanation from his own lips. 

THE PROPRIBTOR OF THE DELAVAN 
was found, and she imparted the information that 
Mr. and Mrs. 8. H. Mower had come to her house 
Jan. 28: that Mrs. Mower’s maiden name was 
Mary Murphy; that she heard of her first as board- 
ing at the Erie House, while preparing for her 
marriage: that she bad also heard that she worked 
in the fanuly of a livery-stadle keeper prior to this 
time; that her mother resided in Streator, III.; 
that she had a sister,—an honest. respectabie

asa dining- room girl; and that the informant saw 
but very little of Mrs. Mower, but believed her to 
be a quietand respectable lady. 

Then the reporter asked if he might be allowed 
to see Mr. Mower in private, as he learned that he 
was at that moment in his room wita his wife. 
Consent was given, the newsgatherer stepped into 
the hotel-office and reception-room, and, ina few 
moments, a tall, fne-looking man descended the 
stairs, equipped in a light overcoat, a straight- 
brimmed black hat, and a pair of Custer gloves. A 
young woman in black followed him down, but 
stopped short at the office door when she beheld a 
stranger inside, with the.remark, I guess that's 
the gentleman that wishes to see you. 

The reporter arose, as the man approached him, 


in a business-like manner, and abruptly accosted 


him with the question, 
„is YOUR NAME SELBY H. MOWER?”’ 

‘+ Tt is, was the prompt reply. have you any 
business with me?“

‘* What were the circumstances of the case, as 
near as you can rememoer?” 

‘Well, he came to me and represented that he 
was a member of my congregation, ana he desired 
me to marry him. e said he was a widower; that 
he wanted a sober, virtuous, Christian wife, and 
he believed that he had found tne right one for 
him. The bans were publisned a week beivre, in 
the church, and then 1 think they were married on 
the Thursday morning of that week, if I remem- 
ber rightly. They were married at special service 
at mass in the morning at 8 o'clock, which is a 
very unusual circumstance in our Church, and 
only practiced by the most piousand devout. They 
both appeared very devout, and they have since 
been to my church together. In fact, she has at- 
tended quite regularly.

He owed the lady who 
manages the Delavan a large sum of money, a 
short time ago, but a day or two ago he gave her a 
check for all but about 320, upon whica she got 
the money. He told this lady, accord- 
ing to her statement, that he was 
cousin to {the President of the 
Danville, or rather the Chicago & Eastern Ilinois 
Road, which the latter emphaticaliy denied. He 
is also said to have represented to his wife that he 
was the Superintendent of that Road, and that his 
duties kept him vat upon the road oy og 


much more than half of the time. and shv has 
has been cognizant of the fact that hies business 
taken him frequentiy to Danville, but she eup- 
posed it was all right. While he got out bis license 
us Morrow, be was known at the hotel and by 
his wife as Mower. The deception about his 
name was manifestly intentional. 
MR. MOWER LEAVES TOWN. 

A reporter called at the Delavan in the evening 
and was told b. the lady proprietor of the house 
that Mr. Mowcr had gone out during the early part 
of the evening, valise in hand, but without offer- 
ing any statements or expianations. The male 
partner not being within interviewing reach, the 
lady member of the house of Mower had to be seen. 
The reporter had himself announced, and was. 
after the usual pariey, ushered to the lady’s 
room on an upper floor. The first question asked 
came from ber. it was an inquiry as 
to whether the reporter had learaed 
anything in addition to what was known in the 
afternoon when his predecessor called. He replied 
thatnews had come from Danville that it wasa 
most outrageous case, and intimated pretty broad- 
ly that she had best tell all she knew, and get her 
statement in this morning's paper along with the 
full particulars from down the way. She was very 
much worked up, as she expressed it, over this 
business, but she did not, she could not. believe 
the story to betrue. Her busbanad—she knew she 
was married to him—hnad always been kind and 
good to her, and it couldn’t de true. There was a 
Mrs. Momer at Danville, but ber husband had al- 
ways told her that this woman was his orother's 
widow, and she had always believed it, and would 
still believe until it was proved to be otherwise. 
She knew her husband had been married before, — 
once at least,—but that wife had died, ana she 
had seen her baried. The alleged present wife at 
Danville must be his brother's sister. That was 
the only way she could account for a woman at 
that place bearing the family name. This lady 
had a little girl, whom der husband often 
went down to tee, «remarking to her 
on several occasions that, when the little ‘girl's 
mother died, he supposed he would have to take 
her and raise her. Not even the fact that her hus- 
band had gone out wth his lie apperred to at 
ail disconcert her, for she stated that he frequently 
went down the road on business, or went out to 
spend the eveuing in town. She thought he had 
some books in tne valise. ‘** Yet, if he has left 
me, she added. I suppose he'll send me a tele- 
gram and let me know it. But I don't beileve he 
has. He was always so good to me, and 
never abused me, and I can't believe it. I guess 
he was a little nettled, though, this evening, when 
1 told him about these stories and asked him if 
there was any truth in,them. He seemed in- 
dignant that I should distr&st him, and went away 
feelingsomewhat hure But I guess he'll de back. 
If he don’t, I shall go down to Danville myself and 
learn the whole truth. At present,-I can't believe 
it. The Mrs. Mower down there must be his 
brother's widow, as he has always told me, and 


none other. 


And when the reporter left, Mrs. Mower was 
still hoping, still trusting. 


THE TRUE WIFE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

DaNnvI_uge, III.. May 10. —Your reporter, in com- 
pany with Dr. Barton, physician, visited Mrs. 
Mower this evening at the Arlington House here, 
and found her a lady of education and refinement, 
and on whom consumption had fastened its unte- 
leutless clutches, and butafew short months at 
least can pase ere it will have done its work, and 
Mrs. Mower will have passed beyond earthly trou- 
ble. In answer to the question of the reporter as 
to whether she was the wife of Selby H. Mower, 
she seemed greatly surprised that the least shadow 
of a doubt could exist in any one’s mind as to their 
marriage, and with much physical difficulty and 
mental distress and anxiety, made a statement as 
follows: 

Her husband and herself were both born and 
grew up together in Bedford, Pa. She went to 
school to his mother, and they were married at 
Pierceton in the presence of a large assemblage of 
friends and acquaintances by Father Lawler, a 
Catholic priest of Laporte, Ind. Since that time 
they bad lived nine years in Fort Wayne, her has- 
band being Assistant Superintendent of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad, under Gen- 
eral-Superintendent Gorham, who now resides in 
Chicago, and who, Mrs. Mower avers, can vouch 
forthe truthfulness of her statement. as the two 
families were friends, and quite intimate. 

SINCE THEIR MARRIAGE 

she had frequently visited her fatner, whoisa 
prominent lawyer in Bedford, and, previous to 
twelve months ago, she and her hus and lived for 
three consecutive years with her mother in Bedford.

Despite his 
une abilities, ever actively emploved, fate 
seemed perpetually arrayed against him; and, 
though he won high distinctions and the warm 
respect of all who knew him, the tide of 
fortune and of life constantly re-eded from 
him. He made several tours to Europe with 
tue aim of securiug much- needed rest and recu- 
peration; but returned from the last, in the 
spring of 1873, a dying man. Consumption had 
settled upon him, and ud efforts could unseat 
the fatal disease. He lingered until the 17th of 
December, and then resignedly passed away. 

Tie memoir of Gen, Bartlett is writteu ina 
modest, manly wav by one who was tor 
many years a beloved and trusted friend. It 
enchains the reader by its calm, vet striking, 
portriature of a noble man. It is matter of 
regret that our literature is not ofteuer euliy- 
ened by biographies of this type. Lhe materi- 
als are offered in the lives of anany true aud 
staunch citizens who go down to the grave year 
by year. The records these leave bebind them, 
if written out, would prove that honesty and 
integrity are no! yet lost to our race, and that, 
notwithstanding the discouraging criminal re- 
ports of the dailv press, there are still left 
among us honvurable,| incorruptible men in 
every rank and station who keep alive our faith 
in the ultimate triumph ol pure and exalted 
principles. ,

FAMILIAR TALK. 
THE COPTS, 

Of the various races which compose the mot- 
ley population of Egypt, the Copts are the most 
interesting from a historical point of view, as it 
is generally agreed by cthnologists that they 
are the true representatives of the nation which 
occupied the land under the reign of the Phara- 
ohs. Their number is estimated at about 500,- 
000, or one-tenth of the entke population of the 
country. They profess a Christian creed, yet 
surpass even the Mohammedans iv bigotry and 
intolerance. ‘They are of the sect called Jacob- 
ites, or Monopuysues, which was pronounced 
heretical by the Counn of Chalcedon in 381, 
abd which claims St. Mark as tts founder. The 
religious orders of tle Coptic Church comprise 
a Patriarch, a Metropolitan of Abyssinia, Bish- 
vps, archpriests, priests, deacons, and monks. 

The sect has two monastertes, situated im the 
easteru desert, between Benisonef aud the Galt 
vf Sucz. From these, the Convent of 
St. Authony, the Patriarch is chosen. The ap- 
puintment of the Metropulitan of Abyssinia 
rests with. this dicnitary, as also the eclesias- 
tical authority of the Church, and the civil 
jurisdiction over the clergy aud laity of the 
Coptic communion, Coptic Eeypt is divided into 
twelve sees, over which twelve Bishops presiie, 
chosen from the monasteries; and, like the 
Patriarch, swori wo celibacy. The orders of 
priests and deacous are permitted to marry; 
but, mthe event of becoming widowers, they 
are wot allowed to marry a second time. The 
sect practice the rite of circumcision on both 
sexes, auricular confession, frequent and rigid 
fasts, With other religious observances common 
to both abe Easteru and Western Churches. 
They likewise adhere to the Oriental custom of 
pulygamy. , 

At Luxor, the centre of one of the sees, the 
Coptic church, schools, and house of the Bishop 
are inclosed under a single roof. The church, 
which is of recent date, is built of sun-dried 
brick, and comprises asmall apse toward the 
east; a screened atrium for the women, at the 
western end; a centre aisle, perhaps thirty feet 
wide, and a number ot side aisies. A screen di- 
vides the nave. irom the apse, and behind this 
stand the reading-desk and the Bishop's chair. 

In Miss Ksiwards’ volume of traveis on tue 
Nile there is a description of the mode of serv- 
ice conducted in this church. as it was witnessed 
one Sunday morning by the writer. Women 
and children crowded the atrium on the ovca- 
sion, While men of the poorer classes filled the 
A few of the bette r-alre ssed ( opts 
stood near the screen, listening to a black- 
robed deacon reading at the desk, with a light- 
ed taper in his leit band. The party accom- 
panving Miss Kdwards entered the church about 
ll o'clock, in time for the conciuding ceremo- 
nies of the service, Which had begun at 
daybreak. A priest clad in white vestinepta, 
embroidered with the Maitese cross on the 
breast and hood, was squatted on his heels at 
the entrance to the adytum, whiie the Bishop, 
euveloped in black, sat with his back to tie 
congre vation, 

“Every face was turned upon us,’’ writes 
Mess Edwards, “‘ when we came in. The reader 
paused. The white-robed priest got uh. E& 
the Bishov looked round. Presentiy a coupie 
of acolytes, each carrying two cane-)ottomed 
chairs, came bustling down the nave: and. un- 
ceremoniously driving away ali who were stand- 
ing near, placed us ina row across the middle 
of the church. This interruption over, tue 
reading was resumed.“ The language of the 
reader was Cupiic; but it was rapidly trausiated 
into Arabic by a vouth in a surplice, who stood 
with his back to tue screen. Only the lessons, 
the Gospel, and the Lord’s Prayer were thus 
translated into the vernacular of the people; tae 
remainder of the service, which was continued in 
Coptic,—a dead language,—being wholly unin- 
tellivible. 

The second part 
Miss Edwards— 

Closely resembled the celebration of mass. The 
priest creme tothe door of the acreen: looked at 
ihe congregation; toided hishands palm to palin; 
went un to the threshold of the apse, and began 
reciting What soundee tikea litany. He then un- 
covered the sacred vessels, which till now hud 
deen Conccalea under two olue cotton han iker- 
cniefs, and, turning. shook the handkercine?s to- 
ward the peopie, ile tacn consecrated the wine 
and wafer: elevated the bt; and himeecl! partook 
of the Kucharist in both elements. A littie bei 
was rung during the consecration. and again at the 
elevation. Tue people, meanwhile, stood very 
reverentiv, with their beads bent: but no one 
knelt during any part of the service. After this, 
tne Officiating priest washed his hands in a brass 
basin; and the deacon—who Was also the schoo!- 
master--came round the church holding up hi 
scarf, which was heaped fal! of little cakes of 
lIAvened bread. he distrionted to 
present. An acolyte followed with a plate, and 
collected the offerings of the congrevation. 

We now thought the service Was over: tut there 
rewained four wee, crumpled, brown mites al 
babies lo be christened. it Copts were 
carried up tus cLuret to.ilowed 
by four anaious fath t then muttered 
@ short prayer: e i Water from

ate the bread; and dismissed the Little newly-made 
Christians with a hearty bies<sing. 

Finatiy, the Bishop-who hed taken no part in 
the service, nor even -partaken of the Lucnarist 
came down from his chair, and stood ; 
vilarto bless the congregation. tLlereu 
mon and gays ranged themselves in eingic til 
trooped through between the screen and the 
one slide and out at the 
veing touched by the Bishop 

ashe went by. If they lagged. the Bishop 
ciapved his hands impatientiy, and tie scnooi- 
master drove them through faster® When there 
Were nv more to come ithe women and liitle girls.

Preller, 
managed to gain access to the death-chamber, 
and draw a pencil-sketch of the poet as he lay, 
with the laurel crown on his head, in bis last, 
dreamless sleep. An inferior copy of the 
sketch was surreptitiously made for Bettina 
Von Arnim’s book called “Goethe's Corre- 
spondence with a Child.“ but otherwise it has 
been sacredly treasured by the owner. Re ent- 
ly, a fac-simile of the portrait has been repro- 
duced by photography, and sold for the benetit 
of a German charitable institution. 

The plau of Prof. Charles Eliot Norton, of 
Cambridge ! niversity, to repre e a number 
of Tarner’s etchings, Was lately mentioned in 
these columns.

comprising all the etchings which Mr. Ruskin rec- 
ommends in his Elements of Drawing as use- 
fulto the student. Mr. Hamerton says that Tur- 
ners power as zan eicher was his power of se- 

ecting mam lines, and drawing them firmly and 
vigorousiy. In this respect no Jandecape-etcher 
ever surpassed him; and, if his etchings are stud- 
led as examples of line-selection, they can do 
nothing but good, if we only bear m mind that they 
are reparations for mezzotint.“ We certainiy 
hope that students of landscape-artin this vicinity 
will nut hesitate to afford the small outlay needed 
to obtain this valuable stucio-furnitare, which they 
cen do by addressing Mr. Norton at Cambridge.

An illustrated catalogue of the Paris Interna- 
tional Exhibition will form a prominent feature 
of the Art Journal during the ensuing season. 
Tue May number contains the first instaliment, 
which occupies sixteen pages of the volume. 
Tne objects presented, being accompanied with 
a critical and historical text, are full of interest 
and instruction to those who purpose attending 
the Exhibition, as well as to those whoremain at 
home. The serics of papers on American paint- 
ers is this month devoted to John B. Bristol and 
Peter Moran. It gives four examples of the 
work of these artists, with a sketch of their pri- 
vate and professional carcer. ‘Tbe articles on 


“The Homes of America,” and on Norway,“ 
are continued; and there are, besides, several 
minor pieces; with the usual art-notes, foreign 
and domestic. Of the stee! plates embellishing 
the number, one reproduces Alma-ladema’s 
painting entitled Sculpture in Kome.’’ The co- 
lossal face in the ceatre of this picture, which 
toree workmen are hewiug from the rough mar- 
ble, is very noble in expression, giving an air of 
majesty and grandeur to the composition. 
Another of the plates presents a fireure of 
The Angel of the Resurrection,“ taken from 
a monument by J. Adams Acton, which adorns 
the family mausoleum of Sir Titus Salt, in a 
church near Bradford, York. The third plate 
is engraved froma drawing by RK. Goubie, of 
The Postillon,“ a scene in which an old- 
fashioned caleche is descending a rough, hilty 
road with a .precipitancy that occasions the 
inmates no little discomfort, but docs not in the 
least disturb the complacency of the postillion, 
who rides the near horse and holds the reins 
with a cool air of mastery. 


Tue WiLtow Famity.—There are a few fine 
and much-used ornamental trees afforded by 
the order Salicacce, and there are some sery- 
iceable products gained from it; but, asa whole, 
the family is not one of great importance. It 
is composed of trees and shrubs having aiter- 
nate simple and stipulate leaves, and diwcious 
flowers arranged in catkins. In many species 
the male catkins are very beautiful,—the bright 
vellow or purple anthers, inclosed in tufts of 
down, forming the gayest of soft, plushy 
plumes. The family is adifficuit one for the 
botanist to deal with, tl specilic differences be- 
ing hard to determine, and the varieties 
verv numerous. There are said to be in 
all about 220 species, included in two 
genera, For the names of these occurring in 
our Vicinity we are indebted to the list of Prof. 
HI. H. Babcock, which has bee carefully made 
by the collector, and subjected by him to the 
examination of Mr. M. 8. Bebb, of Fountain- 
dale, III., probably the-most accomplished Sali- 
cologist in our country. 

The Hoary Wiilow, Salix Candida, is a rather 
rare species hereabouts, but is met with south 
of Hyde Park. The upper surface of the leaves 
and the young twigs of this species are covered 
with a thin, web-like wool, which gives the 
shrub a peculiarly white aspect. 

The Prairie-Willow, Salix humilis, a species 
common ou the) Western prairies, is iound at 
Kenwood, Hyde Park, asd southward. It ie a 
shrub from three to eight feet high, with pet- 
ioled, lanceolate leaves. The Glaucous Willow, 
S. discolor, occurs at Hyde Park, Glencoe, and 
Mayw ood. It is tree-like in Crow th, sometimes 
reaching a height of fifteen feet, aud having 
lanceolate, serrate leaves, which are smooth 
aud giaucous benéath when mature. Both 
these species jrequentiy bear cones, ur willow- 
roses“ as in ale called, on the tips of their 
branches. These are induced by the sting ofa 
gall-insect, aud, on being cut open, will be 
found to contain the eggs or larve ol the insect 
within. 

The Petioled Willow, 8. petiolaris, is an in- 
habitant of Maywood, where it obtains a con- 
genial situation along the borders of the water- 
courses. On the Lake-Shore, near Thirty-fifth 
street, the S. cordata, var. rigida, is at home, 
and with it is associated the S. cordata, var. 
Augusta. The S. rostrata occurs at Hinsdale, 
Downer’s Grove. and Miller’s Station, and the 
S. lacida from Hyde Park to Woodlawn and 
suuthward. Specimens of this last, trom Wood- 
lawn, have the scaies distinctly dentate, as in 
the Rocky-Mountain s. Fendleriana. 

The Black Willow, S. nigra, var. falcata, 
grows at Glencoe: and the var. amyederloides, 
south of Hyde Park. The Brittle Willow, 8. 
fravrilis. is found on the Dlinois Central Rail- 
road, south of Woodlawn. It is this species 
which is extensively planted throughout the 
Northwest for screens or heges, uuder the name 
of ** White Willow. The true White Willow, 
S. alba, var. Vitellina, with yellow branches, 
has been introduced about dwellings, ete. The 
Long-leaved Willow, S. longitoha, is common 
at Hyde Park and southward, and produces 
flowers and fruits from May to December. 

A beautitul Willow common on the Lake- 
Shore bas been identified by Mr. Bebb with the 
S. Barclayi, a species whose proper habitat is in 
the Far North. It has been collected by sev- 
eral botanists at Kodiak, Sitka. It ** resembles 
S. discolor in the shape of the leaves, and in the 
size and density of tue thick aments; but the 
capules are smooth, and turn brown in drying.“ 
Prof. Babcock remarks that This Willow is 
quite abundant here, south and southeast of the 
city; and, when growing in the open prairie, as 
southeast of Hyde Park., it forms large hemi- 
spherical clumps, and presents a beautiful ap- 
pearance, especially when the wind is strony, 
upturning in rapid succession the leaves, whose 
under side is almost silvery, though without 
pubescence.”’ 

The S. adenophylla is another waif from the 
North, which has, curiously cnough, established 
itself on the borders of ourlake. It is-found 
near Lincoln Park, and plentifully on the South 
Side, from the Reform School to Pine Station. 
“This perry dener species,’ says Mr. Bebb, 
Was fistt des¢ribed in the Flora Borealis Amer- 
icana, from specimens collected in Labrador by 
Dr. Morrison: and the recent descriptions of 
Anderson are evidentiv drawn from the same 
material witbout further additions. It appears, 
therefore, to have been Known only through 
some ‘old’ female catkins aud Icaves, preserved 
in the Hookerian Herbarium, until rediscovered 
near Chicago; after Which the very complete 
collections made by Mr.. Babcock led to the 
identification of fragments irom other local- 
ities.”’ 

Of the genus Populus we have the Large- 
toothed Aspen, P. grandidentata, a tree Irum 
twenty to tifty or more ieet high. with smooth- 
ish grav bark, and round-ovate, sinuate-toothed 
leaves. A more common species than this is 
the Cott@nwood, P. monidifera, which ts too 
tamthar to need description. The Lombar- 
dy Poplar, P. dilata, introduced from Italv, is 
occasionally seen; us is also the White Poplar, 
P. alba. 

The Willows are mostly natives of the colder 
Temperate regions ot the Northern Hemisphere; 
but a few flourish in Warm countries, as in 
India and along the Senegal. ‘The S. artica and 
S. polaris penetrate farcher vertihward than any 
other woody plauts. . herbacca is a 
specieacommonu on the Scotca mountains, and 
notable for its diminutive size. Though a 
shrubby plant, it seldom rises more than an 
iuch above the ground. The Willows are dis- 
tinguished for their rapid growth,—a trait which 
in many situations gives them Crea value. The 
White Willow, which attains a height of eighty 
feet. has been known to pass from a cutting to 
atree of thirty feet within teu years. The 
species have such tenacity of life and such facii- 
ity of growth that it needs scarcely more than 
to thrust the end of a cutting beneath the soil 
to secure a thrifty stock in quick time. We have 
seen a beautiful avenue of tall Willows which 
in the beginning unexpectcdly sprang trom the 
ends ot willow-lcgs,that were laid down to form 
the foundation of the roadway. 

‘The wood of the Brittle Willow, which is 
light and tough, was anciently used for shields. 
Its durability in water causes it to be iu much 
request for the paddles of stcamboats. The 
use of Willow-twigs for the manufacture of 
Laskets, ete., is well known. A bitter prociple 
called Salicine is extracted from the bark ol 
Willows, which partakes of tae nature of Qui- 
nine. In India, a fragrant water, called Kalaf, 
is distitled from the catkins of the Egyptian 
Willows, S. Egyptica. 
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TEMPLE-BATS. 

The bats which infest the ruins of ‘he temple 
at Gert Hassayn, in Nubia, are an object of 
great curiosity to the traveler, and their exhipi- 
tion constitutes a regular bart of the duties of 
the guide. The animals seek seclusion in the 


dark side-chambers of the temple, and, in order, 


to rouse them, the showman flings the blazing 
end of a tarred rope throuch the doorways. 
% For a moment,“ says a late writer, describing 
the effect: **we see the whole ceiling hung, as it 
were, with a close fringe of white, ilmy-looking 
pendants. But ft is only for & moment. 
fhe next instant the creatures are all in mo- 
tion, dashing out madly in our faces, like 
driver: snowilakes. We picked up a dead one 
afterwards, when the rush Was over, and ¢xam- 
ined it by the outer daylight,—a lovely little 
creature, white and duwny, with fue trauspar, 
ent wings, and little pink feet, and the prettiest 
mousey mouth imaginabie.”

It has been generally asserted that the En- 
elish sparrows are driving our native birds away 
from their accustomed haunts, and usurping 
their building places, but scveral instances have 
been lately noted ia which the sparrows have 
been cjected from their legitimate homes by 
the truculent blue-bird. 


The French Geographical Society has prepared 
for the Exposition a map of Africa showing the 
route of every exolorer from 1754 to Stanley in 
1878. The number of travelers is 121, aud forty- 
two of these are French. The first of them all 
was Mageur, who crossed the northern part of 
Madagascar. 


The ponds iu Monument Lot, south of the 
Executive Mansion at Washington, have been 
adapted to the culture of carp for distribution 
throughout the United States. Prof. Baird 
already has about 400 carp in the ponds of the 
Maryland Fish Commission in Druid Hill Park, 
near Baltimore. A part of these will be trans- 
ferred to Washington, and it is expected that 
a crop of young fry will be ready for distribu- 
tion this fall. 


The recent discoveries of gold in New Guinea 
are creating a good deal of excitement in New 
Zealand and Australia. Exploring expeditions 
are fitting out in both countries. One organiz- 
ing in New Zealand will consist of cighty 
picked meu, thoroughly equipped, and conduct- 
ed by an experienced leader. The plan of this 
expedition embraces an investigation of the 
coast-line of the island, and of the interior, as 
also of the climate, products, etc. 


It is remarked in Nature, that The in- 
tellectual abilities of the Japanese race have 
been ewdenced in a striking manner by a quar- 
tette of students from that country pow study- 
ing in Berlin. One of these, Dr. Dirokitas, has 
lately invented an ingenious optical 
instrument termed the leucoscope, which 
measures the variations in the perception of 
light and color by the human eye. in accordance 
with the strictest mathematical laws. Another, 
who has attained the rank of Lieutenant in the 
Prussian army, has introduced a remarkable 
simplification into the mechanism of the Man- 
ser rifle, which has suceeded the historic needle- 
gun. Two more, ‘who are prosecuting their 
chemical studics under Prof. Hofmann, have 
published for two years past several interest- 
ing synthetical researches on the aromatic 
series. 


A paper read before the Queenslard Philosoph- 
ical Society, at Brisbane,aiscusses the medicinal 
vroducts of Duboisia myoporoides, a plant be- 
longing to the Scrophuiariacee. It is a small 
tree, or shrub, found iu Australia and adjacent 
islands, an extract from the leaves of 
which has a powerful effect. upon the 
eye, dilating the pupil the same as belladonna. 
The active. principle of the extract seems to be 
nearly identical with atropine. A good deal of 
attention has been given to the new agent, and 
it has come into. common use in Sydney and 
Brisbane. It is said to have the wer of dry- 
ing the mouth or preventing the flow of saliva, 
and of producing headache and drowsiness, 
while it is quicker and more energetic in its ac- 
tion than either atropine or belladonna. The 
local name ot the Duboisia is Corkwood tree.“ 
borrowed from its light, corky bark. The wood 
is light-vellow in hue, of soft and even grain, 
and much used in the colony for carving. 


Col. Gazan has communicated to the French 
Scientific Association some interesting observa- 
tious onthe fracture of iron. This may be 
nervous, in grains more or less fine, or in 
facets sometimes having a surface of several 
square milletres; often it presents a mixture of 
these three features.“ To judge of the quality 
of iron, it is necessary to break it: therefore, in 
arm-manufactories, a certain number of bars 
are first broken; then manufactured into the 
pieces for which they were intended; after 
which the pieces are, broken to ascertain their 
resistance. The best irons are those that break 
with a nerveus fracture; the next are those that 
break with a fine grain; and next, those with 
facets. It has been proved that rails 
used in railways are affected quite differently 
wien placed iu the direction of the magnetic 
meridian from what they are when placed at 
richt angles to this direction. The former 
oxydize and do not become brittle; the latter 
do not oxydize and do become brittie. In inter- 
wediate directions the rails partake more or 
less of the qualities of those which are placed in 
the two extreme directions.

The Flood of Immigration to That State 
for the Last Six Months, 
St. Paul Pioneer Press, 

The present immigration to Western Minne- 
sOta is unparalleled in the history of the State, 
and itis accompanied witha rush for public 
and railroad lands which is also without prec- 
edent. The otlicers of the land departments 
of the St. Paul & Sioux City, the Northern 
Pacific, and St. Paul & Pacific are crowded every 
day from morning to night with applicants fer 
railroad lands,—either for information which 
will enable them to select lands, or with 
purchasers who have already selected them. 
All the railroads have been obliged to add large- 
ly to their rolling stock, and especially their 
passenger-cars, and to greatly increase their 
train-service. to accommodate the great rush 
of land-hunters and immigrants to the western 
districts: and their trains are daily well-filicd, 
and sometimes packed, with the crowds that are 
thronging thitherwards. All the United States 
land-oflices are besieged from morning till night 
by the land-bungry crowds, and they are dis- 
posing of the public lands under the Homestead 
and Pre-emption acts at a rate surpassing all 
previous experience, even in the immigrant 
deluge from 1854 to 1857. The influx began 
some seven months ago, just after the mag 
nificeot harvest of 1877 had been gathered, and 
the despondency which nad weighed upon the 
frontier iu consequence of successive locust-de- 
vastations was followed by a reactionary tidal 
wave o! hope and confidence. 

We collected, last December. trom the vari- 
ous railroad and land offices the statistics of the 
land-sales lor the three months ending Nov. 30. 
as compared with the land-sales of the previous 
three months. The genefal results 
follows:

are going into farming as a business invest- 
ment. Nearly all of them are of a class greatly 
superior to the average immigration of several 
years, and they carry with them toa great 
extent the means of rapidly improving their 
new farms. 


GEN. GRANT'S GIFTS. 


The Collection as Exhibited in George W. 
Childs’ Office. 
Philadeiphia Record, 

In the handsomest business office in the world, 
—that of George W. Childs, Esq., proprietor of 
the Public Ledyer,—on the ground floor of the 
brown-stone building at Sixth and Chestnut 
Strects, are deposited a number of gifts which 
ex-President Grant has received while in 
Eurove. It being incovenient to carry these 
along with bim in' the tour of. the world, Gen. 
Grant consigned the verv valuable mementoes 
to his near and dear friend, MA Childs, for safe- 
kecping until his permanent return to the 
United States. c 
It is really difficult to determine which are 


the greatest curiosities on entering the apart- 


ment,—the furnishing and embellishment of 
the room or the Presidential gifts. The office is 
designed in what is konwn as the Queen Anne 
style. It consists of a wainscoting of oak 
seven feet six inches in heigbt, with a sub or 
base eighteen inches in height, and a semi-gothic 
top mold five inchesin height, the space between 
the two being filled in with plain but heavy oak 
panels. The room, originally seventeen feet by 
twenty feet, is reducea to seventeen feet square 
by the introduction of an open screen. At the 
eastern side, over the screen or arcade, are ten 
painted glass panels, the center one containing 
the portraits of Guttenberg, Faust, and Scheeffer, 
inveutors of the art of printing. The centre 
panel of the five smaller ones exhibits Mr. 
Childs’ motto, Wind sine labore.“ The tur- 
niture is that which adorned Col. Sandford’s 
office in St. George's House, Centennial 
Grounds. Chairs of carved ebony, clocks of 
the most magniiicent design, one 300 years old; 
others of novel make and design may be seen. 

In a curious cabinet of antique design are the 
most beautiful of Gen. Grant’s gifts, except the 
gold box presented by the Mayor of London, 
which is still in England. The gold box pre- 
sented by the City of Glasgow.is about eight 
inches Jong by five wide aud three deep. Its 
merchantable value is about $800. The engray- 
ing consists of emblematic devices. Encireled 
in the centre of the lid is the coat of arms 
of the city, with the motto, “Let Giasgow 
Flourish.” 

The gold box presented by the City of Ayr is 
smaller, but the desigus and ornamentation are 
beautiful. At the bottom in front is a mono- 
gram, ‘* U. S. G,“ the latter letter being under- 
neath the first two. The lid is wrought in 
elegant style, on the right side beine a raised 
feure of the British lion, and on the left the 
American shicid, with the coat-of-arms of the 
City of Ayr between the two. Both of these 
gold boxes contain parchment scrolls, which 
indicate that the freedom of the city has been 
tendered to Gen. Grant. This is also the case 
with the box trom the City of Edinburg, which 
differs frum the others in baving been wrought 
from silver, but very showy. Tue box rests up- 
on four feet, and is plain except upon the 
lid, where are worked the coat-of-arms of Edin- 


burg, with that well-known inscription, “Vist «< 


Domines Frustra. On the other side is a coat 
of-arms of the United States, with the familiar 
E Pluribus Unum.” Between the two is a 
raised female figure holding aloft a wreath 2 
laurel. She stands upon a pedestal, on whi 

is inscribed Concordia.“ This designis decided: 
ly expressive, and conveys the meaning that 
there is a mutual good feeling between Edin- 
burg and the United States. On the front of 
the box is read: The City of Edinburg to 
Gen. Ulysses Simpson Grant, U. 8. A., 1877.” 

While the Presidential party was at the home 
of Snakspeare the General was presented with a 
box about eight inches in length and five in 
beight,. carved in the most exquisite manner. 
On a card inside a short incription shows that

Mrs. Genu. Grant was equally fortunate, re- 
ceiving acopy of “Shakspeare’s Home and Rural 
Life, bandsomely illuminated ‘on the title- 
page, and containing photographs of all places 
in the town which became famous through the 
great author and dramatist. This was presented 
by the daughters of the Mayor. : 

“There are two sets of medals, one being the 
coat-of-arms of the familv of Grant, of Great 
Britain, of which the General is a lineal de- 
scendant. It is of silver, and shows that the 


great characteristic of the family a century or 


more ago is still well developed and adheres to 
those of the present day. It comprises a plain 
silver belt, some nine inches in circumference, 
and in the centre a beap of rocks, with grass 
protruding from the crevices. Two words 
inscribed on the belt express a great deal, and 
are indicative of the Grant of to-day; these are, 
“Stand Fast.“ The other metals are of bronze, 
and stow profiles of the heads of eX-President 
Lincoln and Gen. Grant. The latter gentleman 
has in his possession gold fac smiles of these. 

There are also a number of addresses of con- 
gratulation tu Gen. Grant, some in book form 
and others in parchment scroll. All are beauti- 
fully designed. Among them are addresses 
fromn the Cuamber of Commerce of Neweastic- 
upon Tyne, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses 
of Birmingham ; the City of Manchester, Borouga 
of Sheffield, and City of Inverness. 

Besides the gifts which are at the office of Mr. 
Childs, there are a number of smaller ones in 
the vaults of the Fidelity Safe Deposit Com- 
pany. The presents will remain in Mr. Childs’ 
oftice but a few dayslonger. What wiil be done 
with them is not kuuwn at present, but it is ex- 
pected they will also be stowed away at the 
Fidelity untit Gen. Grant can be heard from. 
Tuere is some talk of eventually placing them 
in the Peuusylvaula Museum of Industrial Art

She 
faces no nicdicine except some simple tonic, Wears 
warm clothing, and keeps in tae open air all day 
as much as possivie, and sleeps at night with win- 
dows wide open, and a current of fresu air through 
her room. She is no worse than she 
was tive years since; if there is any 
change, it is for the better. In the frst case, 
everything was given except fresh air, and in the 
last nothing. but that. Iread a few months ago 
of acelebrated German physician, who said that 
in invesugating the causes of epidemics he had 
discovered that of consumption, ahd that here- 
after he would send 4 patient atflicted witha tha: 
disease up into the mountains, and not allow him 
to sleep ina nouse fora year. Ithink there is no 
greater mistake than to duse a consumptive person 
wilh medicine. It does no good to the lungs, but 
invariabl cestroys the appetite, and so de- 
prives patient of the strength derived from 
nourishing food. The lungs were given us to 
vreathe with. If they have become ever so slightly 
diseased, to breathe over again the air which has 
been expelled from that diseased surface, must in- 
evitably increase the complaint, while the purer 
tne air inhaled by them the more chance of tbeir 
healing. lam not a doctress or a doctor's wife, so 
perhaps do notexpress myself with the proper 
medical terms, but I do beseech Suffering Addie to 
sleep in the bighest room in her house, ajone if 
possible; have a strong current of pure air through 
her room, not less but more taan sae would require 
in health Dress very warmly, and 
out 01 doors througna the 
much as possible. Do not be conten! 
breath of air coming between the sashes as some 
bave advised in The Home.

The scrip 
could then be used by the city employes in pay- 
ment ofsmall debts. It would bea little inflation 
for awhile to be sure, but he belle ved it would be a 
good thing in the long run. 

Mr. Field disagreed with Mr. Hesing, and said 
that the latter's suggestion, if carried out, would 
throw the burden on the small retailers. He 
should not object himself, to recerving the scrip in 
his retail store, but the small retailers all over the 
city could not afford to doit. Tuev could not pay 
their bills with scrip, and the result of attempting 
to carry Out this plan would be the inflation of 
prices three times as much as the rate of interest 
asked @ be taken out. 

MK. GEORGE, C. CLARKE

NIZATION.

Cnicado, May 0. —Permit me to bricily outline a 
substitute for The Cure for Cummuntsm. set 
forth in your editorial of | “terday, and to ask you 
why it Wouldn't be better and more satisfactory 
ali around. Suppose that you and twenty-four 
more editors, each at the head of as great a news- 
paper as your own (if so many there be), should 
demand in the name of our people a revision of 
our immiyration laws, to ine end that the United 
States shall no longer, is hitherto, bea ort of 
penal colony for the whole of Europe and a part of 
Asia. Vox popu't, vor Dei, and it is done! By 
such wiee rules as might be framed by Congress, 
our ports would be for a time closed against the 
petroleum-siingers of France, the Molly Mavuires 
of Great Britain, the tungs and borigands of the 
Continent, and tae seductive but deceitfal sons of 
China. Henceforth po man will be permitted to 
land on @eurshores uniess he can produce a clean 
bili of moral and = political heath. Now our 
problem is simplified. We have only to dval with 
a population a:ready in our midst. What shall we 
do with them? feed them, or fightthem? 1 
neither if wecan avoid it, ani ith'nk we can. 
You say, increase the army to 50,000 men. The 
New York Sua says, reduce it to 10.0900. I Bay, 
leave it at 25,000, as at wresent, fer! think there 
is legitimate soldier work, ior that many, and take 
your extra 25,000 noir out of the body of tne poor 
people, and jian/ them, notas soiditers, for that kind 
of tree would never take root in our soil, and, if it 
did, would bear but bitter fruit, Dut as farmers, 
who in @ little time will be self-supporting, and 
more. How muchis the average yearly cost of a 
solder to the Government? 1 dont know, but 
should think $500 was alcwenovgh estimate. 
Well. let the Government organize colontes and 
plant them upon the pubiſe domain Where they are 
needed, to the extent of 25, 000 heads of fatuailies 
representing a population ‘of at least 100. 000, tbis 
veur, aiding ¢ach of them oy a loan of $000 aud 
excluding from the countall who can do without 
such Joan. Let these colonies be established un- 
der the supervision of the supernumerary officers 
of our army, who by education are specially fitted 
for such service, and let the loans be expended fo:

The Communistic saloon-bummers do not desire to 
be colonized along the Rio Grande, in Utah among 
the Mormoms, in Dacota. or Arizona, to live by 
irrigation of land. They have no wish to work 
land fora living; they make no efforts now to se- 
cure farms under the free Homestead law. Their 
argument would instantly be, that, if the Govern- 


mont can find constitutional authority for giving 


25. 000 men a year $500 apiece for going West,” 
it can find equally good law for giving any man 
who stops at home looking for work 8500 a 
year until he findsit. When the Government goes 
into the colonization bounty business it will be 
speedily swamped and bankrapted.

THE COURTS. 


Trying to Enjoin a Viaduct---The 
Taylor Will. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bank- 
ruptcies, Ete. 


Thomas W. Ferry and Edward P. Ferry, whole- 
sale lumber dealers, Grand Haven, Mich., filed a 
bill yesterday against the City of Chicago to pre- 
vent the construction of the Eighteenth street via- 
duct. They state that they are owners of Lots 2, 
3, and 5, and a part of what was formerly Eigh- 
teenth street adjoining the same, in Block 3, in 
the Canal Trustees’ Subdivision of the W. % and 
80 much of the S. E. K as lies west of the Chicago 
River, in Sec. 21, 30, 14, and have also a lease- 
bold interest in Lot 4, Block 4, in the same subdi- 
vision. Their property fronts 600 feet on the 
river, 600 feet on Lumber street, and 200 
feet on the north side of Eighteenth 
street. That part of it which they own 
is valued at $75,000, and they bandle three 
millions of feet of lumber, their dock front ena- 
bling them to unload at their yards direct. Eight- 
eenth street bridge crosses the river opposite their 
property, and the approach to it is in front of and 
raised a considerable heignt above their yards. The 
greater part of their city business is done over this 
street and bridge, and it is very necessary for them 
that the access to their yards thereby should be 
convenient and easy. West of their property are 
several railroad tracks. The City Council, by an 
ordinance of April 15 last, authorized the Depart- 
ment of Public Works to proceed to erect a viaduct 
over these railway tracks, and the city officers 
have prepared plans for such work, by which it is 
required that the viaduct at this approach to the 
bridge shall be of about one-half the wiath of the 
approach, and as it extends westward shall be car- 
ried upon and supported by trestle-work at a 
height of twenty feet above Eighteenth street and 
hivher than the levei of the bridge, and shall be of 
a width of fifty feet, occupying the centre of the 
street, and leaving sufficient space for those who 
wish to pass onor off the bridge without going 
over the viaduct. The viaductis to run over the 
north half of the westerly approach to the bridge, 
being the half next to complainants’ premises, and 
they claim that its erection will irreparably damage 
their property. 

Thelt office is situated on a level with Elizabeth 
street, and will de far below the viaduct, niaking 
it less accessible to travel, while, if the viaduct 
were placed on the south side of the street, it 
would, while proving atill a great detriment, work 
far lese injury. Robert Law's coal-yard fronts on 
the south side of Eighteenth street, and Law's 
business is such thatit would net damage him 
were the viaduct placed on his side of the street, 
ner does he object to its being placed there. Com- 
pilainants therefore ask that the city may be en- 
joined from building the viaduct on the north side 
of Eighteenth street, as it threatens to do. 

An application was at once made to Judge 
Williams by Mr. Pliny B. Smith, solicitor for the 
comp.ainants, who read the bill and asked for aa 
injunction. 

Corporation-Counsel Benfield appeared for the 
city, and argued that the complainants did not 
make Out a case towarrantacourt in interfering, 
us no fraud was charged, and the city was only 
using its discretion. 

‘The Judge said he did not see that the city had 
been abusiny ita discretion, nor did it appear that 
tacre Was any cause to compel the city to put the 
viadact on the south side of the street. The tem- 
porary injunction was therefore refused. 

TUB TAYLOR WILL. 

Judge Williams yesterday morning was occupied 
in hearing a demurrer to the cross-bili in the case 
of Hobart C. Tayler, only son of the late Henry H. 
Taylor, against the executors of his father’s estate 
to set aside the latter's will. The oulk of the es- 
tate was devised to trustees to found a charitable 
institution or give it to one already founded. The 
executors filed an answer and ¢cross-bil! asking the 
Court to construe the will, and Mis. Taylor also 
filed a cruss-bill to compel the executors to pay 
over to her ove-third the value of the estate, 
according to a provision in the will. This pro- 
vision, which the Judge was asked to construe, 
was as follows: 

I further settle or direct that my said executors or 
trus’ees shall settic upon my said wife a principal sum 
equal to one-third of the nei 41 is of my remaining 
estate (or at least $200, 000, if my estate shall yie.d less 
than $000,000) ia such manner aad form that she shall 
have and receive the income or interest thereof semi 
aunualiy during the whole of her natural lifetime, and 
in Such maaner that our only son, Hooard Chaifieid 
Ia lor. shall inherit or come into possession of the 
a‘oresaid principal! sum and increase thereot after or a“ 
her death, if he, my said son, shall survive my said wifa, 
and eim such manner that my said wife shail earvive 
my said sou; then 1 yer death the aforesaid principal 
sum shail revert to and be devoted or fall to such 
charitable institution a8 may be founded in pursuance 
of provisions hereinafter contained: provided that. If 
this provision (mean the foregoing) {3 not acceptabie 
or satlstactory to my said wife, then she shall, in ifeu 
thereof, receive at once full control and possession of 
anentire one-third of my estate without restrictions 
Or conditions. 

The dificalty was over the interpretation of the 
last sentence or proviso: to know whether it 
amounted to givinga third of the estate in fee te 
the widow, or was in fact only the devise of a life 
state. 

Judge Williams held that the firet part of this 
section intended to convey a life estate to the 
widow in the income of ut least $200,000. The 
proviso was evident!y In contrast tö this, and was 
im effect the incorporation into the wil! of the 
dower right the widow had under the statutes. 
The testator evidently wished to prevent his wil! 
being Contested, and, taercfore, made the second 
provision. If tne provisea was only to give a life 
estate, it would be equal in terms to the first 
clause, and would be tautological. 

fhe Judge also directed that, in making the 
division of the property, it should be made in 
kind: that is, that the bonds and stocks should 
be divided, instead of being converted intu money 
first. The whole estate is valued at about 
$750, 000. 0

AMERICAN AFFAIRS IN BNGLAND—THE NEW 
PIRATE VIRGINIA—THE MANNER IN WHICH 
SHE RECBIVED HER SUPPLIES. 

The Daily News gives the foilowing in regard to 


the new rebel steamer Japan or Virginia: Karly 


on Saturday morning, the 11th, a Channel steamer 
put into Plymouta and landed eighteen persons 
from the Confederate cruiser Virginia, late the 
Jupas.g Two of these persons were men who had 
been sCalded through the bursting of a feed-pipe 
inthe engine-room of the Virginia, whilst they 
had been acting as firemen, and they are now in 
the South Devon and East Cornwall Hospital at 
Piymouth, under medical treatment for the injuries 
they have sustained. In consequence of this ar- 
rival, something has been learnt respecting the 
mauner, the escape, and the arming of this new 
Confederate cruiser. The well-known firm of 
the Deanys, of Dumbarton, built the Japan 
for, it was sapposed, the Emperor of China. 
She isa very fine steamer, of 700 tons burden, 
and is fitted with engines of 250-horse power. She 
was launched on tue 10th of January last, and 
sailed from the Clyde on the 3dof April. When 
she left the Clyde ehe had been named the Virginia, 
and some forty carpenters went out in her to con- 
struct a magazine, These returned to Greenock in 
the tug steamer that towed the Virginia out. The 
day after she had sailed an order arrived at Green- 
ock, under the circumstances narrated in our col- 
umns last week, directing that she be seized. 
After the Virginia left the Clyde she made her way 
round intothe English Channel. In the mean- 
time, one of the steamers that ply between New- 
haven and France, chiefly for the conveyance of 
French produce intended for the London markets, 
had- been taken up by ‘a gentleman’ to carry some 
juckages and hardware across the Channel. He 
stipulated for the power of taking the steamer to 
another port than the one to which he ordinarily 
traded, or to discharge the cargo into another ves- 
scl if he thought flit to do so. The steamer, how- 
ever, did take some passengers for France, 
and Yeft Newbaveu as if on her regular 
voyage across the Channel. Her Captain, 
however, had instructions from the owners 
to follow the direction given by the gene- 
man.’ When they got fairly into the caanuel the 
latter said, before going across he wished to muxe 
fora certain point, meaning the latitude and lonzgi- 
tude somewhere between Plymouth and Falmout!. 
‘All right,’ said the skipper, and away they went 
and soon arrived at the point indicated, ana tuere 
found a steam vessel, with whieh the gentieman 
said he would like to communicate. He went on 
board the new steamer, but soon returned and told 
the captain that he had sold the cargo, and it must 
de put on board that vessel. The Newhaven man 
brought his craft alongside, having the misfortune 
to carry away his boom in doing so. The cargo was 
transferred to the large steamer, which was no 
other than the Confederate cruiser Virginia, and 
the cargo of the Newhaven steamer was guns, 
arms, and ammunition. The cargo safely trans- 
ferred, some seventeen men were trans pped 
from the Virginia to the Newhaven steamer, and 
these included the two men injured by scalding. 
With these men, on the ‘gentleman's’ directions, 
the Newhaven steamer made for Plymouth, and 
arrived there early on Saturday morning. The 
Virginia bas gone westward, probably to follow 
the practices of the Alabama. he is described as 
a vessel of great stiength, and capable of a high 
rate of speed. She is armed with ten guns in au- 
dition to two of Whitworth’s 68-pounders on 
pivots.”

Silver Springs, Florida, is one of the greatest 
curiosities in the South.

imagined. Almost every roof and awning had 
constantly its shovelers. There was a loud call for

MUCH DAMAGE WAS DONE. 


| In several instances, the cottages built upon the 


hili-sides were swept away by snow-slides. In 
Main street. the snow mounted higher and higher, 
until, in some instances, it reached the second-story 
windows. Numerous prospecting tunnels pene- 
trated the great banks. in search of lost wood- 
piles, etc. Long lines of horses were kept con- 
stantly moving about, each succeeding horse 
hitched to the tail of his leader: and, in truth, 
everybody leut a ready and sturdy hand in prevent- 
ing the blockade from becoming absolute.

ON SNOW-SHOES,— 
those ungainly-looking, yet, under the soles of an 
expert, exceedingly handy, contrivances.

Great numbers of men are moving along the creek- 
banks, with cabies and bars, catching and anchor- 
ing the drift here,—then loosening and turning it 
avain adrift. Theirdancing, shimmering lamps, 
their loud calls. mingled with the roar of the water, 
all make the scene one truly, awfully fascinating. 
Will the water fall during the night, brirging 
safety, or rise, bringing destruction’ This is the 
all-absorbing question.

VIRGINIA’S ELEPHANT-FIGHT. 
The Piedmont Virginian gives the following 
particulars of the elephant fight, telecraphic 
mention of which Was made a week or two ago:

A MAN-EA'TING STALLION, 
Correspondence New York Jimes. 
Mipp.Letrown, N. T., May 3.—The Hamble- 
tonian stallion Risingham, owned by Dr. James 
A. Schultz, of this place, was shot and killed 
last nicht, he being considered unsafe to keep. 
Dr. Schultz says the horse was insane beyona a 
doubt. He was 21 years old, and for nineteen 
years has been a confirmed man-eater. More 
than twenty keepers have been crippled by him, 
and he has killed three persons outright. No 
professional horse-tamer could subdue him, and 
ail the svstems of borse-training and breaking 
have been tried in vain. He was a thorough- 
bred, old Hambletonian being his sire, and his 
dam being a mare of fine blood. He had been 
in harness once in fourteen years, and that was 
recently, when Dr. Schultz had him hitched 
up, it requiring severai man to do it. The 
Doctor then attempted to drive Risiug- 
ham, but the horse became so furious 
and upmanageabie that he was allowed to go at 
once to bis stall, where he has remained ever 
since. The sum of $7,000 was once offered for 
him, and refused by his owner, in hope that he 
might be cured. The last feat Ristngham per- 


formed was to bite the right cheek of a negro 


keeper entirclvy of, the unfortunate croom’s 


three immediate predecessors having lost re- 


snectively an ear, three fingers and a thumb, 
and the museles of the right terearm. 

Five shots were fired in the forehead of Ris- 
ingham as he s Jin nis stall. They scemed 
to have no effect upon him except to increase 
his attempts to get at the bystanders, and to 
add to the ferocity of his kicking and jumping. 
By strategy Dr. Schultz managed to sever his 
jugular vein, and be bled to death, dying as he 
had lived, exhibiting al! the flerceness of a most 
vicious nature. His last effurt was an attempt 
to seize his owner's arm in his teeth. Dr. 
Schultz intends to dissect the remains of the 
stallion, and hare the skeleton articulated and 
set up in his office.

N STAMMERING. 

The Paris Debats publishes some curious sta- 
tistics of stammering in France. Of 2,086,826 
couscripts examined in twenty vears, trom 1850 
to 1559, there were 13,215 exemptions on account 
of this defect. There were about 700 per annum 
before the new recruiting law, and they have 
reached 1,000 since the whole force haa been sub 
jected toexamination. It is calculated that stam- 
mering affects 125 per 130,000 persons in France. 
It is more common in the south than in the 
north, reaching, for instance, the propor- 
portion of more than filteen per 1,000 
conscripts in the Basses Alps and Bouches du 
Rhone; while in the Department of the Haut 
Ronin the proportion is only .683 per 1,000. This 
aifference is attributed to education being more 
widespread and the pronunciation more attend- 
ed to in the porth than in the south of France. 
It is pointed out that as long as exemption from 
military service is accorded on account of the 
defect there will be little desire on the part of 
parents to get their children cured of it. Ina 
recent report to the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, M. Chervin dwells on the necessity of 
abolishing this exemption on account of a de- 
ficiency be considers to be curabie by merely 
obliging children to pronounce rationally.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 
Amend, But Not Repeal. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Craicaco, May 7.—Do not allow the whirl of ex- 
citement caused by those who do not have—and 
who, in their overweening self-reliance, are now 
pebhaps too confident that they never will have— 
any interest in there being in force a good Bank- 
rupt law. to lead you in any way to go back on the 
calm. wise, and impartial, as well as provident, 
ideas expressed by you in your issues of the 3d 
and 4thinst. Lou there say, among what seems 
to me a continuous tissue of good things, and from 
which it is hard to omit anything, as follows: 

This postponement is wise for several reasons. 
2 who can help it will take advantage of 
the law. 

Persons hopeiessly in debt should be relieved of 
their burdens. Neither public nor private inter- 
ests can be advanced by having any considerabie 
number of merchants [or other active and produc- 
tive men] crushed under past-due obligations, 
fepresenting a shrinkage of values which human 
foresight could not provide for. It would be bet- 
ter for the community that . everybody be 
permitted to take a fresh etart. 

The business community needs a grand clearance 
and settlement of old debts,—the loss of which, 
since they would never be paid in any event, is 
more apparent than real. 

Another reason for postponing the date is, that 
it will give opportunity for the maturing of a new 
and better National Bankrupt law. The defects 
of this one having been perceived, it wiil be bet- 
ter to remedy them and to provide a substitute at 
Once. 

The experience of this country has not proved 
that a Nationai bankrupt law is unnecessary. 

It has Deen so expressed and met now on three 
different occasions. 

The present law. it is admitted, is better than 
the one of 1800, and than the one of 1841. 

Postponement having been procrred, the time 
will be improved by some member of the Senate, 
no doubt, to bring in sucha law as we have sug- 
gested, —a law which shall be at once simple, eco- 
nomical in its operation and certain of execution. 
. . « A law that would answer all the pur- 
poses of the country could easily be framed. 

It is to be hoped that they will bring in a new law 
at the earliest practicable moment. 

The foregoing is from yours of the 3d inst.; the 
following is from yours of the 4th inst. : 


But experience has shown that it is not for the 
best interests of the country that any class or con- 
siderable number of citizens should be prevented 
from exercising their faculties in money-making. 
This is necessarily the case where a man is dur- 
dened with debts, and dare not launch out afresh 
into business. 

To avoid this loss of wealth [the wit, faculty 
energy. and enterprise of the active but trammeled 
debtor}. bankrupt laws have been enacted. 

Then, in commenting upon the ‘* Defects of the 
Banktubt Law. you say: 

A radical change is necessary in this respect, so 
that the expense shonld not be over $50, including 
advertising aud all notices to creditors. The fees 
of all tue officers of the court could be cut down 
one-half, and yet leave a very reasonable compen- 
sation. 

The following isso good that I cannot omit any 
part of it, but ask its entire republication: 

The present law is very cumbrous, providing for 
all possible contingencies, but that does not de- 
tract from its value. Any new law ought, as far 
as possible, to copy the old as to the form of pro- 
cedure, if for nothing else tosave the enormous 
costs of judicjal interpretation. The fees can be 
razeed, the time and manner of closing up a case 
shortened one-half, ana greater strictness required 
in granting digenarges, and yet leave the law prac- 
tically the sagge. ‘These changes will obviate the 
main objects urged against the present system. 

The merchants themseives are, however, much 
to blame. Ifg¢hey will allow a man of little or no 
credit—perhaps one who has just been through 
bankruptcy—{o buy large lines of goods on long 
time, and to open a store exvensively furnished, 
inviting him to bay as largely as possible, the 
must expect fo reap the consequences. In their 
haste to get rich, they have fallen into the pre- 
dicted snare fand dragged others with them. If 
they will check a careless, imprudent buyer in his 
purchases, and. if he goes into bankruptcy, exam- 
ine carefully jnto the causes of his failare, and 
resolutely refuse a discharge when the failure has 
been the result of gross negligence, even though 
there be no actual, tangible fraud, they will find 
tue Bankrupt law a valuable coadjutor in their ef- 
forts to save the pieces. 

Now, again, in your well-digested article of May 
6, I find, among other things, the fetlowing, which 
I desire toappear with the foregoing: 

The desirability of a National Bankrupt law is 
universally conceded. Suchalaw seems to be a 
necessary part of commercial trading. Such laws 
exist almostin every country. A Bankrupt law 
anda Bankrupt court are permanent institutions 
in Great Britain, and there is no trouole what- 
ever, and the operations of the Bankrupt 
court are as regular as are those of any 
other English court: the proceedings are as 
well defined, both in cases of voluntasy as well as 
gmvoluptary bankruptcy, as are the proceedings in 
the courts of probate or courts of equity. 

You very properly add: 

While it is conceded that there ought to be a 
Nationa! Bankrupt law, such laws have in all in- 
stances in this country broken down under the 
weight of their own profligacy. 
and following this you Wo make fair statements of 
the objectionable features of the present Bankrupt 
law, many of which I would like to quote, but with 
one I will be content: 

In England bankruptcy isa judicial inquiry; in 
this coumry it is a question of fees. In England, 
the court's business is to enforce justice and hon- 
esty between parties; in this country, it is the 
practice of the oflicers and lawyers to absorb the 
estate. 

Now then, Mr. Editor, will you allow me to say 
a few words in addition. All concede that we need 
a Na/ional Bankrupt law,—one of uniform appli- 
cation throughout the land. This is absolutely 
necessary because of the different methods of prac- 
tice in the various State courts. 

Therefore, let us not be withont a National 
Bankrupt law; and, no matter how objectionable 
tne present one is, we must not repeal it, unless 
by some clause of a new law to take its place at 
once; otherwise we would be without that which 
we have said we must not be withont. 7 

Bat. mark you, I do not, for one moment, de* 
fend the wrongs of the present law. I say most 
emphatically, Remedy the defects by amendments, 
or by a new law containing a clause repealing the 
one now In operation. 

And for these reasons: Some of the best, most 
sensitive and honest of the deotor class have stood 
back as long as possible, hoping, in some way or 
other, to avoid both the disgrace and necessity of 
going into bankruptcy. 

The repeal of the present law, and the certainty 
that no new law will be passed till the next finan- 
cial crisis will make it again a sabject of popular 
cry, will leave many an honest and valuable man 
broken down and lost to his country, because of 
debts from which even at last he had no means of 
escape. Amend the law, and it still exists. He 
works on, and perhaps he comes out with nothing, 
but he has no bankruptcy record to refer to, and 
starts afresh. Or perhaps he strives and fails; 
but no Shylock has him by the throat. 
He goes into bankruptcy under tue 
new or more stringent law, of which 
he has no fear, for he is honest. He gives up all, 
and comes out a free man, strong and vigorous in 
the fall consciousness that he has made a goed 
fignt. but that he is honest. The busy world gets 
him back, and has all, having lost none, of his en- 
ergy, talents, or honesty. 

For again notice, half the time the debtor is the 
only really active ana efficient element or factor in 
a growing community. The honest debtor is the 
man needing, aud most entitled to, the judicious 
leniency of a well-digested Bankrupt law. He is 
the man whose failure is by no means only his own 
loss, but an irreparable damage to the community 
in which he lives and the country at large. As you 
said the other day, let those giving credit to oth- 
ers be more cautious, and there will be less unpaid 
debt and less bankruptcy. Make the possibility of 
a man's buying on credit dépend wholly on his 
character, ability, and past record. 

That deing the rule, a stringent Bankrupt law 
would release men Only when they were clearly en- 
tied to it. But it would release them when they 
were go entitled to it; while the lack of the law 
would keep them boand hagd and foot forever to 
the unrelenting creditor. 

The duty of a legislative body is not merely to 
repeal bad laws. It is, to the best of its ability, to 
pass all necessary laws, to discover and amend 
defects in existing laws, and to repeal an existi 
law only when no part of it is necessary. It is 
always easier to amend the defects of an existing 
law than to devise one free from defects. 

I know thatl epeak the calm sentiment of the 
large majority of those who have given the matter 
any thought, when I say I am in favor ef a fail and 
complete qualification of the existing Bankrupt 
law, so as to completely lop off the present ob- 
jectionabie features. Iam, if you choose, in favor 
of a new law, as you suggested a few days since,

ITALIAN RAG-PICKERS, 
10 the Editor of The Tribune 

Cuicaco, May 10.—Since the killing of McCue 
by Simoni much abuse has been cast upon that 
class known as the Italian rag- pickers, and 1 
through your columns, to make known to the pub- 
lic who and what these men are, and how they are 
frequently treated. 

There are twenty or more of this class in Chi- 
cago, who live principally on Clark street, and 
near Fourteenth street on Indiana avenue, The 
most of these have families, which they apport by 
their labor. They came from Lower Calabria and 
Basilicata, from the rural districts, where they 
had, prior to their leaving their native country. 
been engaged in agricultural pursuits. wens 
not criminals, nor had they led a lite of indolence. a 
but they were frugal and industrious. They emi- 
grated for the purpose of receiving greater 
returns for their labor, but on their 
arrival in this city they naturally drifted 
into the city instead of the country, 
and, being unable to speak the English language, 
they found it difficult or impossible to obtain labor. 
They soon found that their hopes were not to be 
realized, and, compelled to do something for a 
livelihood, they resorted to rag - picxing, and by 
steady la bor and the strictest economy they 
laid up money sufliciert to repay what they 
borrowed to bring them here, and in time a. 
have, most of them, earned sufficient to pay the 
passage of their familtes to this country, and 
nearly all of these men have money imid 
When the banker, Entil Josaphat, closed 
he had over $6,000 which these rag-pic 
deposited with him. Some nad deposited 
State Savings Bank. One man had $1, 400 
ited with Josaphat. Who are most to be 
the men who stole this hard-earned money, or the 
men who had earned it by hard industry | 
it by rigid economy? 

Why are the punlic taught to shun these 
It is true, the American-born would follow 
this calling, but why is it disgraceful? Would & 
be better to have the rags and refuse paper remain 
in the streets and alleys and add to the accnwalat- 
ed fiith of the city? It is true, these men are, most 
of them, uneducated, being unable to read of 
write, or even to speak the language of the ¢oun- 
try; yet I know of one ragpicker w education 
and literary attainments e those of almost 
any one in this city; but he poor, he could not 
obtain employment, and had to follow taat oceu- 
pation. 

What crime have these men committed? Do ther 
steal? Search the records of the police courts and 
Criminal Court, and you wiil not find one instance 
of larceny by one of these men. They do no not 
loiter around saloons and gam oling-houses, nor are 
they found creating disturbances. As for
